John Munro offered to resign 
Wednesday over a harbor 
dredging scandal in his home¬ 
town but was advised by 
Prime Minister Trudeau to 


see a doctor, take a rest and 
think it over. 

Trudeau said before leaving 
on a two-week European tour 
he knows of no wrongdoing by 
the nine-year cabinet veteran 


and will not accept a resigna¬ 
tion just because a man is 
tired.

OTTAWA (CP) — Transport Minister Jean 
Marchand stepped down Wednesday as Quebec 
leader of the federal Liberal party, stoutly denying 
that the move is coupled with any outside events or 
future plans to leave the cabinet.

tioning on alleged involve¬ 
ment in the scandal, said it 
will be “very difficult to 
carry on” but he will follow 
Trudeau’s advice. 

The Hamilton East MP said 
he is innocent of any criminal 
or political wrongdoing in a 
dredging scandal involving 
Hamilton harbour. 

But he might be forced to 
resign to fight allegations of 
misconduct. 

Trudeau said Munro was 
distraught by the scandal but 
“I know of no wrongdoing 
that he’s guilty of ... no ad¬ 
verse reports from the po¬ 
lice.” 

“I asked him to take a few 
days rest and think it over.” 

Munro said Wednesday he 
was considering resigning be¬ 
cause “it is very difficult to

Same offer, 
new strike, 
say posties 

OTTAWA <CP> Another 
postal strike will definitely 
occur if the government offers 
20,000 inside post office 
workers the same wage in¬ 
crease it has proposed for fed¬ 
eral labor and trades em¬ 
ployees, the leader of the 
largest postal union said 
Wednesday. 

Joe Davidson, president nt 
the Canadian Union of Postal 
Workers, told a news confer¬ 
ence the government is laying 
off members of his union ille¬ 
gally in Toronto in an effort to 
break current strikes by the 
18,600-member general labor 
and trades group. 

The trades group include 
walkouts by postal mainte¬ 
nance men, grain weighers 
and samplers and airport 
maintenance workers. 

Mail service, grain Ship¬ 
ments and some air travel 
has been disrupted during 
walkouts by the trades, who 
are Public Service Alliance 
members. 

When mail truck drivers, 
who belong to a third union 
the Letter Carriers’ Union 
refused lo cross picket lines 
last week, the post, office laid 
off 7.00** of its employees.

Club luncheon, Barrett said 
the loss of Canadian identity 
and control over resources is 
beginning to reverse. 

After years of being an 
"economical Banana repub¬ 
lic.” of being taken for grant¬ 
ed by itself and friends on the 
international scene, Canada is 
recognizing the faci that its 
resources cannot go on forev¬ 
er. he said. 

Barrett said the United 
States had assumed Canada 
had unlimited resources and 
that Canadians had thought 
so. too. 

Now, he said, the 15-year 
contract with Washington and 
Oregon for 800 million cubic 
feet of natural gas a day, an 
inheritance from a previous 
administration, is ridiculous 
and the price "frankly, is too 
low,” in terms of conservation 
as well as economics. 

Natural gas has gone up to 
$1 a 1,000 cubic feet from \\2 
cents and will have to go up 
again, he said. Barrett has 
said he wants il raised lo 
$1.9.°,. 

The price of Alaskan fuel is 
$2 a 1.00ft cubic feet and. he 
said, it is absurd to expect 
Canada to charge the United 
Stales less than they charge 
ihemseb'es. 

"We should be charging fair 
market prices.” he said. 

Although he said some Ca¬ 
nadians are afraid of raising 
prices because of possible 
American retaliation, he alsa- 


demanding job, it just seemed 
a good time to let a younger 
man do it for a while.”

CANBERRA <AP) Run¬ 
away British Labor MP John 
Stonehouse is mentally ill and 
has been given three days to 
leave Australia after he loses 
parliamentary immunity.

Cameron said the health de¬ 
partment gave Stonehouse a 
psychiatric examination and 
roncluded he had suffered a 
mental breakdown.

Stonehouse, 49, disappeared 
from Miami Beach, Fla., last 
November and was found in 
Australia a month later living 
tinder an asaimed name.

Mont demands B. C. 
keep son in school

The working mother of a seven-year- 
old Victoria boy. herself a hospital union 
member, says school is an "essential” 
service and sehool employees should noi 
be allowed to strike. 

And Miss Roberta Taylor has taken 
her fight againsl the picketing of Vic¬ 
toria schools to the office of Attorney- 
General Alex Macdonald. 

Writes Miss Taylor: “I understood it 
to be illegal to keep a child out of school. 
Is it illegal for a child to cross a picket 
line? 

”... I do feel that children should 
not suffer because of the demands of a 
money-hungry union. I insist that my 
child be permitted to return to school on 
a full-time basis even if it means that 
I have to go over in the eveing and clean 
up the school building." 

Since Tuesday when the schools were 
put on a one-hour schedule because of 
the CUPE strike. Miss Taylor a single 
parent — has had to get her 75-ycar-old 
father to look after her son, Christopher, 
during the day. 

Her father has had to lake a bus from 


•lames Bay where he lives to go to New¬ 
ton Street where Miss Taylor and her 
son live to supervise the child between 1ft 
a.m. and 4:45 p.m., when Miss Taylor 
returns from work. 

Miss Taylor feels she should not have 
to be "putting my father out at his age." 

Besides, she has just swapped her .job 
at the Royal Jubilee emergency depart¬ 
ment for a secretarial post at the Eric 
Martin Institute so that she can be on 
permanent day shift and help Chris¬ 
topher with his homework a( night. 

He’s taking a special learning class 
for reading at Richmond elementary and 
she feels it is extremely bad that his 
studies should be interrupted because 
“grown men will not let a little boy into 
school.” 

If she hadn't had her father to look 
after her son. she says she would have 
hadlo book off sick. 

"We have not had too much success 
with babysitters and there is no way that 
1 would leave my son with someone with 
whom I am not even acquainted (a baby¬ 
sitter!” \

Non-union personnel, munic¬ 
ipal councillors and volun¬ 
teers were being pressed into 
service Wednesday night ans¬ 
wering phones and operating 
the radio for the Esquimau 
police department. 

The moves followed a Labor 
Relations Board decision 
Wednesday that police cannot 
perform work normally done 
by members of the Canadian 
Union of Public Employees. 

After board chairman Paul 
Weiler handed down his deci¬ 
sion in Vancouver the Esqui¬ 
malt police commission met 
in emergency session and de¬ 
cided to call for volunteers to 
man the police department 
phones and radio. 

The chores had been done 
under protest by members of 
the Esquimalt Police Union 
after the municipality locked 
out all its CUPE workers, . 
some of whom normally han¬ 
dle dispatching for the depart¬ 
ment. 

CUPE was generally 
pleased with Weiler’s deci¬ 
sion, which came after the 
police union asked the board 
to relieve it of dispatching 
duties, claiming it was being 
forced to strikebreak. 

But Larry Flannagan, vice- 
president of the Esquimalt 
local, said Wednesday night 
CUPE will seek a legal opin¬ 
ion today whether the volun¬ 
teers are strikebreaking.

OTTAWA (CP! - Three 
holidays taken by Prime Min¬ 
ister Trudeau in 1974 involved 
aii*' transportation that cost 
the taxpayers at least 512.715, 
the Commons learned 
Wednesday. 

The most expensive trip 
was an April 12-17 Easter va¬ 
cation in the Caribbean, on 
which Trudeau's family ac¬ 
companied him. This cost 
59.085. 

When asked last year why 
he did not use commercial 
aircraft for all his personal 
flights, Trudeau said he pre¬ 
ferred to use government 
planes so as not to disrupt 
commercial passengers.

IT MIGHT come as a severe shock lo 
many, but I have, at different times in the 
past, received offers from two political par¬ 
ties to run for public office. The Liberals 
made the initial overture, which made me 
wonder about the thinking process of those in 
charge and then the Conservatives decided I 
might have the necessary qualifications to 
contest an election under their banner. 

The offers were refused for two reasons. 
First, I enjoy my present occupation and sec¬ 
ond, I doubt my ego could take the always- 
present possibility of defeat. 

THIS is not to say the political game is 
not fraught with interest, intrigue. And more 
and more citizens have become acutely 
aware of what is going on at all political 
levels — far more so than just a dozen years 
ago. 

And it seems to me the average interested 
citizen has a common sense approach to gov¬ 
ernment that is too -g^len lacking in those 
who serve up there on the Hill and seemingly 
completely lacking in those who head up the 
various ministries. They seem to have a 
badly distorted sense of values /C the old, 
can't see the forest for the trees. 

COMMON SENSE, applied to so many of 
opr problems, could eradicate them over¬ 
night and yet provincial and federal govern¬ 
ments, through neglect, indifference or stu¬ 
pidity, allow them to fester and grow. 

My list will be incomplete, but lengthy 
enough to make the point. 

• Government waste. A strong hand 
would eliminate the abuses of giveaway pro¬ 
grams. IJP, OFY, Canada Council, would be 
brought to heel with stringent guidelines. The 
foreign aid programs would also be given 
finc-tooth-comb-treatment. Savings? Millions. 

• The shocking backlog of court cases. 
A scandal, but far short of the almost insur¬ 
mountable label applied by government. 

Appoint enough new magistrates, judges, 
to get it done. No space? Rent office space, 
forget fancy offices — have a desk for the 
judge, chairs for the jury, witnesses and ac¬ 
cused. A crash program that could put a halt 
lo the interminable delays from first appear¬ 
ance through decision. Disregard any and all 
suggestions that it couldn’t be done. It could 
be set up and in operation within one month, 
or have they forgotten how quickly red tape 
was cut during the war when time was of the 
very essence to survival. 


• Strikes. I have already outlined the 
Final Offer system. Both federal and provin¬ 
cial governments could have such a program 
in operation within a month and the citizens 
of Canada would return to a calmer, saner 
daily way of living. And millions of dollars of 
lost production would be eliminated. 

• SCHOOL SYSTEM. What we have in 
Canada is the most miscombobulated mish¬ 
mash of programs at variance with one an¬ 
other. There should be no difficulty whatso¬ 
ever — again, with a strong minister leading 
the way — for the implementation of a com¬ 
pletely standard curriculum throughout Can¬ 
ada from grades one through 13. And with 
strong emphasis on spelling, reading, com¬ 
position, Canadian history. 

• Juvenile crime. A national disgrace. 
They are pampered and over-protected by 
permissive laws that do not serve the com¬ 
munity and to hell with age. Hiey must be 
made aware they will pay the same measure 
as adult offenders. 

• PREMEDITATED murder and this 
would include those who kill during the car¬ 
rying out of bank robberies, etc. The death 
penalty or, failing that, life imprisonment 
without any chance for parole. Life, meaning 
life. 

• Canada Pension Plan for housewife*. 
Husbands would have to foot the bill, but 
there shouldn’t even be a slightest doubt as 
to the absolute right for the inclusion of 
housewives. 

• A stop to the frivilous waste of such 
things as Olympic Games, as a crown radio 
and television network without benefit of 
some body removing the CBC hand from the 
public till. 

EIGHT points and yet if tbose eight were 
attacked with all the resource* at our com¬ 
mand, they could be rectified in short order. 
Can do, will do, done. 

Then another eight, same process. 

No magic formula is necessary. Just lead¬ 
ers with the guts and determination to start 
the ball rolling and see it to conclusion. 
There is one problem — the problem of fuzzy- 
thinking, the fear of rocking an established 
boat. 'Hie lack of positive thinking.

Munro, pale, drawn and ap¬ 
parently near exhaustion, told 
reporters in his Parliament 
Hill office he feels he is in cir¬ 
cumstances similar to Kerr. 

Munro said he does not 
know why the RCMP 
searched his Hamilton office 
last summer. 

Monday, he said that every¬ 
one knows his name has been 
mentioned in connection with 
the Hamilton harbor case, but 
the*allegations are false. 

Three men already have 
pleaded guilty and have been 
fined on a variety of charges 
arising from the Hamilton 
harbor scandal. When they 
pleaded guilty two weeks ago, 
the crown alleged price-fixing 
against three dredging com¬ 
panies, including J. P. Porter, 
Canadian Dredge and Dock 
Co. Ltd. and McNamara Corp. 
Ltd. 

Kenneth Elliott, a former 
Hamilton harbor commis¬ 
sioner, and another man have 
been committed for trial on 
charges linked to the same 
case. 

Munro said he is surprised 
that political opponents have 
made no specific charges of 
wrongdoing against him. They 
should do so and take the re¬ 
sponsibility if proven wrong, 
he said. 

Munro has been a cabinet 
minister since 1966 when he 
took over the manpower and 
immigration portfolio. He 
served later as health and 
welfare minister and was ap¬ 
pointed labor minister in 1972. 

His alleged involvement in 
the Hamilton harbor scandal 
first came up during the cam¬ 
paign for the July 8 federal 
election.

Abortion stand 
by Lang ‘proper ’ 


OTTAWA (CP> — Justice 
Minister Otto Lang has taken 
“the quite proper position’’ on 
abortion. Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau saidr.Wednesday. 

I^ng wants the Criminal 
Code to determine which 
abortions are acceptable and 
which are not, Trudeau said 
in the Commons. The code al¬ 
lowed abortions for health 
reasons, including “consider¬ 
ations apart from purely 
physical” health conditions. 
“This is the way the judges 
are presumably interpreting 
the law.” 

Hospital abortion commit¬ 
tees are permitted to approve 
abortions when the physical 
or mental health of (he 
mother is endangered. 

Trudeau was replying to 
Jake Epp (PC—Provencher), 
who quoted Lang as saying 
that social and economic con¬ 


siderations should not be' 
taken into account. 

This contrasted with a 
health definition given several 
years ago by John Turner, the 
previous justice minister, Epp 
said. He quoted Turner as 
saying health should mean “a 
state of complete physical, 
mental and social well-being, 
and not merely the absence of 
disease or infirmity.” 

Epp said the Lang refer¬ 
ence was made in October. 

Douglas Roche (PC—Ed¬ 
monton Strathcona) said Lang 
should make a clear state¬ 
ment of grounds that he feels 
are acceptable for abortion. 

Lang said abortion restric¬ 
tions are contained in the 
Criminal Code. It was up to 
provincial attomeys-general 
to see that abortion laws are 
upheld.

PHNOM PENH (AP) 
Diplomatic sources predicted 
Wednesday that nothing 
would save Cambodia from 
eventual collapse—even if the 
U.S. Congress votes all or 
part of the supplementary 
military' aid requested by 
President Ford’s administra¬ 
tion.

tT'S BUDGET DAY in the legislature Friday which 
1 makes timely a review of a beginning-of-the- 
month speech made by the head of the Employers’ 
Council of B.C. 

William Hamilton was addressing the Nelson 
and District Chamber of Commerce on the finan¬ 
cial credibility of the present government. He was 
deeply concerned over the "precarious position” of 
the province about which more may be known to¬ 
morrow. 

The employers’ council is a non-profit organi¬ 
zation formed in Vancouver nine years ago and 
was first called the Industrial and Commercial 
Research Foundation. It claims the support of 
many of the major corporations of the province. 
And it engages in studies of economic conditions 
with reports that may not make the front pages 
but which contain much worthwhile material for 
the business community. 

The council president’s Nelson speech came a 
few days after Premier and Finance Minister David 
Barrett announced a freeze on government spend¬ 
ing which was duly noted. And Mr. Hamilton 
linked with it the Barrett announcement of five 
months earlier of a cut in spending to fight infla- 
t ion while at the same time terming the budgetary 
performance of his government "an economic mira¬ 
cle.” 

“This kind of economic miracle which cuts 
spending in one statement and freezes it five 
months later, during which time the province’s fi¬ 
nancial position clearly has worsened, is political 
double-talk of the worst order,” Mr. Hamilton ob¬ 
served. 

The “worsening” he blamed in part on Mr. 


Barrett filling two portfolios. As premier he has an 
over-riding ambition to keep his party in power and 
as a result the finance portfolio has suffered. “It is 
not difficult to guess who wins the argument when 
Barrett the premier and Barrett the finance min¬ 
ister debate issues.” 

Mr. Hamilton said the premier’s main mistake 
was to believe that government revenues would 
continue to expand indefinitely at the rate of his 
first full year in office when they rose by 26 per 
cent compared with 13 per cent the year before. 
The premier, he said, “has committed himself to 
levels of expenditure based on unrealistic revenue 
expectations.” 

Another part of the problem was the cost of 
new social welfare programs which had been in¬ 
creasing at the rate of 16 per cent prior to the ap¬ 
pearance of the NDP government, but which went, 
up 52 per cent in the first full year in office and 
will increase 46 per cent more in the current year. 

The whole government approach to spending, 
he said, is "action now, think later” taped to a “do 
now, pay later” syndrome which may be reflected 
in corporate and personal taxation in the next bud¬ 
get. 

“It is a little too early to deal in specifics with 
the financial tactics which will straighten out the 
present confusion, particularly as Mr. Barrett has 
flatly refused to disclose the details of our current 
provincial financial picture. 

“If we attempt to pursue ends individually or 
collectively which are not economically realistic 
and socially responsible, the challenge of our socio¬ 
political environment is such that we will destroy 
ourselves.” 


Better, but not for all 


A NEW SCHEDULE for the Esquimau and Na- 
naimo Railway’s Dayliner service has been 
announced, and people at the northern end of the 
track don’t like it. Their feelings can be appreci¬ 
ated. But it must be said that the change set for 
April 26 may turn out to be an improvement for 
many passengers or potential users along the line 
and for Victoria. It could also work to the advan¬ 
tage of the Canadian Pacific Railway, which has 
complained of losing money on the run. 

Daily except Sunday, the Dayliner now leaves 
Victoria in the morning, arrives at the Courtenay 
terminus at mid-day, returns to Victoria in late af¬ 
ternoon. The new schedule will almost reverse the 
run. The car will leave Victoria at 5 p.m.; will ar¬ 
rive in Nanaimo at 7 p.m. and leave there 20 
minutes later, arriving at Courtenay at 9:10 p.m. 
and then turning around to return to Nanaimo for 
an overnight stay. At 8 a.m. it will leave for Vic¬ 
toria, arriving at 10:10 a.m. 

It has often been suggested that the sensible 
way to operate the railway would be to start the 
run in the north so passengers could come to Vic¬ 
toria to do business and return the same day. This 
is what CP Rail now proposes — except that the 
run, in effect, will start at Nanaimo. Courtenay 


area residents and others north of Nanaimo will 
have an overnight stay at Nanaimo if they wish to 
use this service, and it is expensive enough as it is. 

No wonder that the mayor of Courtenay, Wil¬ 
liam Moore, thinks the new schedule would be hys- 
terically funny if the subject were not so serious; 
that the mayor of Comox, Richard Merrick, say# 
the new timetable doesn’t do the community any 
good and in fact will make things worse, and that 
the mayor of Cumberland, William Moncrief, 
wants the provincial government to take over the 
service and extend the line to Campbell River and 
Port Hardy. 

The provincial government certainly has 
shown an interest in transportation, and there may 
be some hope that when and if it has achieved its 
highest-priority aims it will turn its attention to 
Vancouver Island rail links. 

But meanwhile there are two things CP Rail 
could do, possibly, to make the people of the area 
north of Nanaimo to Courtenay happier about the 
service. It could have the Dayliner stay overnight 
and be serviced in Courtenay. And it could, as 
Mayor Moncrief "has suggested, operate two cars 
in opposite directions. From its record, it will do 
neither.

France’s industrial experiment 


France’s new quiet revolu¬ 
tion in industrial relations has 
survived its first days in the 
public eye without notably 
rough handling by either em¬ 
ployers or trade unions. 

The concept was launched 
with studied lack of drama 
two weeks ago in an exhaus¬ 
tive survey of company man¬ 
agement problems. The re¬ 
port of M. Pierre Sudreau, 
the former minister of educa¬ 
tion, contains in its 80,000, 
words, suggested cures for 
every form of industrial com¬ 
plaint from higher rewards 
for unattractive repetitive 
work to emergency first aid 
for ailing companies. 


The centre-piece of the re¬ 
port is the co-surveillance 
project to give employees one- 
third representation on the 
boards of larger firms. How¬ 
ever, the plan for worker 
directors is hedged round with 
provisos that would severely 
limit their effectiveness. 

They would neither elect the 
management nor have any

Russia too

The Soviet Union Is to increase drastically the price of the 
oil it sells to its East European allies. 

At present Moscow charges the Comecon (Council for Mu¬ 
tual Economic Assistance) countries just over 53 a barrel for 
oil, against the current OPEC price of $10.48. Informed circles 
in Budapest expect this price to be more than doubled, though 
this will still leave the cost of Soviet oil well below the free 
market level. 

What is causing deep concern in East European capitals is 
not the rise in the price of Russian oil, which was expected, but 
hints from Moscow that the Soviet Union, which supplies the 
bulk of their oil imports, will not be able to meet their rapidly 
expanding oil needs from 1976 onwards. 

Although Russia is today one of the largest producers of 
crude oil in the world, with an estimated output of 490 million 
tons for 1975, the vast expansion of domestic demand means 
that Moscow’s capacity to expand supplies to East Europe is 
limited. This is why in the past few weeks East European party 
and government leaders have been visiting Middle East capi¬ 
tals to secure supplementary supplies of oil even at Arab 
prices. 

According to a Hungarian official forecast, published in the 
Budapest daily Nepazabadsag, by 1980 the Comecon countries 
will have to obtain about 150 million tons of crude oil from out¬ 
side sources.

Whenever I express my 
views on the rising importance 
of genetic science, some 
readers describe me in letters 
to the editors as a reincarna¬ 
tion of Hitler. Since I was one 
of the first soldiers to open 
fire on the forces of Hitler in 
1939, I do not feel called upon 
to defend myself from such 
insults. I raise the matter of 
the letters today only to la¬ 
ment the gullibility of the au¬ 
thors. These authors are vic¬ 
tims of liberal educators who 
preach the lie that all men 
are bom equal and that any 
man who contradicts them is 
a Fascist. 


The myth of human equality 
is indispensable to the liberal 
and socialist gospel. Because 
socialism is predicated on a 
falsehood, it cannot be put 
into practice. The word social¬ 
ism can never be anything 
other than a euphemism for 
despotism. Claims the Rus¬ 
sians and Chinese enjoy liber¬ 
ty, equality and fraternity are 
palpably absurd. 

The new genetic scientists 
enrage liberal and socialist 
scholars and politicians by 
asking society to face up to 
the reality that men are bom 
unequal. Such geneticists as 
Shockly, Eysenck, Jensen and 
Hermstein have demonstrated 
beyond all doubt that 80 per.

lies.” In a study of U.S. pris¬ 
on inmates, geneticists have 
isolated a human chromo¬ 
some named XYY that fills 
its carrier with incorrigible 
criminal tendencies. More 
than 1,500 diseases are con¬ 
genital and these are most 
prevalent in the lower income 
groups. Therefore, by encour¬ 
aging a high birthrate among 
the lower income groups and 
low birthrate among the 
higher income groups liberal 
and socialist politicians are 
asking us to commit genetic 
suicide. 

Shockly says: "If this dis¬ 
parity is indeed becoming 
worse in each generation — 
and all available evidence in¬ 
dicates that it is — the failure 
to accept it is a sign of pro¬ 
found moral irresponsibility.”

For 30 years I was in the van¬ 
guard of the movement for 
the abolition of capital punish¬ 
ment. All I ask is that we stop 
bringing into the world chil¬ 
dren who are rendered in¬ 
capable, by virtue of inherited 
mental and physical dis¬ 
orders, of self-support, conge¬ 
nial conduct, respect for their 
fellow men and personal hap¬ 
piness.

It would be reasonable to reject any further proposals for 
raising MPs’ salaries until they are made within the kind of 
framework suggested to the Commons in a private member’s 
bill recently by Robert Stanbury. The Liberal MP for York- 
Scarborough proposes that an independent five-member pay 
review board be established each four years to make recom¬ 
mendations on salaries for MPs and others in sensitive posts. 

Such a framework "avoids indexation, which Parliament 
has not endorsed for other earnings, and avoids as well the ar¬ 
bitrary assessment of our own work,” Mr. Stanbury said. If the 
government made haste to adopt this excellent suggestion, it 
would not be too many months before MPs got the raises they 
deserve.

• Employees who derive 
their livelihood directly from 
the taxpayers’ pockets have no 
right to expect wage parity with 
private industry. 

• So-called “tradesmen” 
employed by municipalities, 
school boards, etc., are, in my 
experience, either less quali¬ 
fied. or by choice, do not relish 
putting in a day’s hard work in 


most private industries, particu¬ 
larly the construction industry. 

• It is my understanding 
that tradesmen in private in¬ 
dustry certainly do not enjoy 
Ihe job security that civic 
workers do, and many are for¬ 
tunate to be fully employed the 
year round, consequently their 
hourly wage rate is. and should 
be considerably higher. 

• Before any settlement is 
reached I think management 
should seriously consider reduc¬ 
ing the payroll, and contracting 
out as much as possible, essen¬ 
tial maintenance work. 

I’m sure we would all derive 
better value for our tax dollar. 
Private industry is not in the 


habit of employing three men to 
do a two-man job. This seems to 
be the general trend, once an 
individual gets a “cushy job” 
w'ith the city or municipality. 

• If they don’t like the 
wage scale that tax revenues 
can afford, let them apply for 
work in private .industry.

Nobody censors Hansard in British Columbia or any¬ 
where else, if they have any respect for parliamentary insti¬ 
tutions.

Death penalty not justified

Intinerant community 
workers employed by Infor¬ 
mation Canada (Infocan in 
the rural areas of Manitoba 
and Nova Scotia are trying to 
bridge the communications 
gap between the federal gov¬ 
ernment and the people. 

They are seen as visible evi¬ 
dence that Infocan may sur¬ 
vive after all. 

They are Information Cana¬ 
da’s mobile information of¬ 
ficers, the shock troops of Ot¬ 
tawa’s vast information and 
public relation^ bureaucracy*. 
They lack the high pay and 
fancy equipment of their 
desk-bound colleagues here 
and a Senate committee wants 
to gel rid of them. 

k ★ ★ 

Yet they *ye considered by 
l^abor Minister John Munro, 
minister responsible for In¬ 
focan, and others as one of 
the government’s most effec¬ 
tive vehicles for talking and 
listening to the people. 

And the bosses at Infocan 
are talking confidently about 
expanding the system 
country-wide. 

The favorite word among 
the mobile officers and those 
in charge at Infocan is stabili¬ 
ty. Things are better, more 
stable, they say, than at any 
time in the agency’s turbulent 
five years of existence. 

k k ★ 

Infocan made its debut, in 
April, 1970, with the blessing 
of the Trudeau cabinet but 
without the approval of par¬ 
liament. Its mandate was to 
co-ordinate but not control the 
information programs of gov¬ 
ernment departments, to re¬ 
spond to public inquiries, to 
distribute government publi¬ 
cations and to seek new lines 
of direct communication with 
the public. 

Its arrival prompted pro- 
langed attacks by scaJp- 
hungrv opposition parties and 
a sometimes hostile press but 
these now have subsided. And 
members of the government’s 
entrenched information bu¬ 
reaucracy, who detected a 
threat in Infocan. have de¬ 
clared a truce in their guerril¬ 
la warfare against the 
agency. 

k k k 

So it is time to get on with 
the job, Infocan director- 
general G. R. D. Cavig- 
non said. And what better 
place to start than with the 
mobile information officers? 

At a cost of about $250.00U a 
year, Infocan now- has 12 mo¬ 
bile officers, most of them 
drawn from the local popula¬ 
tion, 

They travel rural Manitoba 
and Nova Scotia sorting out 
citizens’ problems over such 
things as pension and baby- 
bonus cheques, telling fisher¬ 
men and tarmers of govern¬ 
ment programs they can use 
and creating new links he- 
tween the government and the 
people.

The plan is to broaden the 
system to include the other 
three Atlantic provinces and 
to follow up next year and in

Meanwhile the agency, with 
a $8.3-million net annual bud¬ 
get and a staff of 573 includ¬ 
ing 40 information officers, is 
carrying on. 


Regional inquiry centres in 
every province are respond¬ 
ing to some 500,000 telephone 
calls and written requests for 
information every year. 

Infocan’s publishing pro¬ 
gram has issued a series of 
free booklets on all federal 
services related to youth, the 
aged, Ihe unemployed, ■ im¬ 
migrants and other groups. 


Infocan book stores in Hali¬ 
fax, Montreal, Ottawa, Toron¬ 
to, Winnipeg and Vancouver 
are stocked with 14,000 titles 
of government publications. 
The agency is working on « 
plan to sell books through an¬ 
other 200 or so retailers. 

D’Avignon said Infocan also 
has plans to broaden its re¬ 
search program. The aim is 
to measure the effectiveness 
of the information bureaucra¬ 
cy's many public voices.

VANCOUVER (CP) ~ The 
Vancouver Stock Exchange is 
seeking diversification, says 
its new chairman, George 
Sherwood. 

"Should we be in the Insur¬ 
ance business, the trust busi¬ 
ness ... all of these things 
which are related to the sec¬ 
urities industry^” Sherwood 
asked in a recent interview. 

Diversification is sought not 
only for the stock exchange 
hut also for the member bro¬ 
kerage firms. 

"The industry is looking for 
ways and means to increase 
revenues . . . .just as other fin¬ 
ancial institutions have liter- 
a 1) y become department 
stores,” said Sherwood. “We 
must look at other areas of 
business we will permit our 
members to enter into. 

"We don’t trade only in 


mining stocks, some of our 
firms are in the bond busi¬ 
ness. But it’s the whole mix 
that is important —- we need 
diversification if the industry 
is going to be viable. If the 
public doesn't want mining 
stocks, maybe there’s some¬ 
thing else we can offer.” 

Sherwood said a national 
committee representing Ihe 
Toronto, Vancouver and Mon¬ 
treal exchanges and the 
Investment Dealers Associa¬ 
tion of Canada has been 
formed to discuss diversifica¬ 
tion. 

The Vancouver exchange 
must trade 2.5 million shares 
daily to break even. Volume 
Tuesday was 1.14 million. 

Options - the rights to pur¬ 
chase stock at a fixed price - 
are one of the alternatives 
being studied in Vancouver.

Albeta Environment Min¬ 
ister Bill Yurko and Enviorn- 
ment Canada Minister Jeanne 
Sauve, in a joint news re¬ 
lease, said the agrpemenl-ex-, 
pected to cost each govern¬ 
ment million a year is for 
five years with a further five- 
year renewable period. 

The program by the Oil 
Sands Environmental Study 
Group (OSESG) will survey 
Ihe natural renewable re¬ 
sources in the oil sands and 
assess the impact of develop¬ 
ment on these resources. It 
also will research methods to 
protect the environment as 
development proceeds. 

"The primary purpose of 
the studies is to make infor¬ 
mation available which will 
help ensure an acceptable 
quality of the environmenl 
during and after operations 
for the recovery, transport 
and processing of oil sands 
products.” 

The ministers said publica¬ 
tion of research information 
"will ensure that it is avail¬ 
able.” 

Specific research will cover 
aquatic fauna, hydrogeology, 
hydrology, human environ¬ 
ment. land use, meteorology, 
terrestial fauna and vegeta¬ 
tion in the oil sands area.

OTTAWA (CP) Provin¬ 
cial governments and agen¬ 
cies will gel a three-year ex¬ 
tension of a lax break they 
have enjoyed since 1966 if the 
government’s omnibus lax bill 
passes unchanged. 

A finance department 
spokesman said Tuesday the 
break would be granted by an 
amendment that zipped 
through the Commons unno¬ 
ticed Friday with attendance 
at its usual end-of-the-week 
low. 

The amendment would ex¬ 
tend until Dec. 31, 1978, an ex¬ 
emption from a 15-per-cent 
withholding tax that Ottawa 
charged prior to 1966 on inter¬ 
est paid by the provinces for 
money borrowed outside the 
country. 

The exemption was sche¬ 


duled to end Dec. 31 this year. 

The spokesman said Fi¬ 
nance Minister Turner read 
the amendment, a simple 
change of date, without expla¬ 
nation Friday afternoon. It: 
was approved routinely, MPs 
apparently unaware of its sig¬ 
nificance. 

The ^provision, affecting 
hundreds of millions of dollars 
in loans annually, allows the 
provinces to borrow at 
cheaper rates.

OTTAWA (CP) - Most 
families pay up to a third too 
much for food that does not 
nourish them adequately, the 
Food Prices Review Board 
said Wednesday. 

The board said ir\ a 41-page 
report on the cost of nutri¬ 
tious eating that an average 
four-person family can buy 
enough food for a basically 
sound but not luxurious diet: ’ 
for about $2,000 a year but 
now is spending about $3,000. 

Th$ report, the board's 29th 
since it was set up in mid-1973 * 
to watch food prices, said that 
, despite sharply rising costs, 
people can have nutritionally 
better diets for less money.

The document reported 
what board chairman Beryl 
Plumptre described at a news 
conference as a fdisturbing 
level of nutritional deficiency 
among many people. It said 
such important nutrients as 
protein, iron, calcium and vi¬ 
tamin C are not taken in suf¬

Among its findings! 

• The average cost of a 
nutritious diet for a four-per¬ 
son family has kept pace with 
the 52-per-cent rise in the 
Consumer Price Index for 
food over the last five years. 
The cost rose to $39.98 a week 
last December from $25.42 in 
October, 1969. 

• The cost of & weekly 
food basket for a four-person 
family including a man, 
woman, teenage boy and ele- 
m e n t a r y schoolaged girl 
varies from a high of $43.78 in 
Vancouver to a low of $37.89 
in Quebec City. 

• There is a "serious lack 
of awareness;; about nutri¬ 
tion at all levels of society 
while nutrition problems have 
worsened with rising food 
prices. 

• Although 91 per cent of 
the population can afford the 
boards recommended food 
purchases, a “sizable por¬ 
tion” of the population is im¬ 
properly nourished. 

• Families “generally, 

could eat nutritionally better 
for less money.” n. 

• The importance of nutri¬ 
tion has been given insuf¬ 
ficient priority by agencies 
concerned with general public 
health. 

The report called for inten¬ 
sified efforts to educate the 
public in good food buying 
practices and said the federal 
government should consider 
changing food enrichment 
regulations to require greater 
amounts of iron and calcium 
in some foodstuffs. 

The report said 70 per cent 
of all women between the 
ages of 10 and 64 are not 
receiving enough iron which 
aids development of red blood

Supply list 

The list contained & one- 
month supply of recommend¬ 
ed foods for a family of four 
and includes 36 quarts of 
milk, two pounds of cheese, 18 
pounds of apples, 25 pounds of 
potatoes, eight pounds of cab¬ 
bage, 24 loaves of bread, four 
pounds of liver, four pounds 
of beef foast, two pounds of 
hamburger, five pounds of 
chicken, eight pounds of but¬ 
ter, 10 pounds of sugar, and 10 
packages of cookies', 16 
ounces each. 

Mrs. Plumptre said The re¬ 
latively large amounts of 


sugar and cookies were rec¬ 
ommended because the hypo¬ 
thetical family included a 
hungry teenage boy. 

Substitutes 

A second list outlined how 
shoppers can substitute more 
expensive foods for cheaper 
foods of similar nutritional 
value. 

For example skim milk 
powder can be substituted for 
cheddar cheese or ice cream. 
Apple juice can replace 
apples or raisins; broccoli can 
replace mushrooms; cabbage 
or peas, and bread can re¬ 
place breakfast cereals. 

In addition expensive lamb 
can be replaced by bologna or 
even peanut butter; baked 
beans can replace bacon, and 
eggs can replace beef or fish.

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Renegade skipper 
plowing river ice 


MONTREAL (UPI) The 
skipper of the pirated 
freighter AUantean said 
Wednesday that the "million- 
dollar question" was where he 
and his youthful crew were 
headed if they escape an air 
and sea search by Canadian 
authorities. 

Brian Erb, 40, of Montreal, 
said in a ship-to-shore radio¬ 
telephone interview that he 
was about 30 miles off the 
Gaspe Peninsula. He was sail¬ 
ing east towards international 
waters and the French territo¬ 
ry of St. Pierre-Miquelon. off 
the south coast of New¬ 
foundland. 

•'We're getting through the 
ice with a little difficulty," he 
said. "There’s nothing much 
happening out here. It’s a 
beautiful day and we're trying 
to get through the ice." 

Asked where rflTe vessel was 
headed, Erb said: "That's the 
million-dollar qyestion. We 
might possibly go for St. 
Pierre-Miquelon or on down to 
Boston." 

Erb said he hoped the 
2.500-ton 180-foot AUantean. 
also known as The Answer, 
had enough fuel to make it to 
the high seas. 


The AUantean left Quebec 
City Sunday with 10,000 gal¬ 
lons of diesel fuel, which 
coast guard officials said 
would be insufficient for the 
voyage out of Canadian 
waters. 

The coast guard confirmed 
ERB’s reported position 30 
miles southeast of the town of 
Gaspe, Que. 

A spokesman said a Cana¬ 
dian forces tracker aircraft 
spotted the Atlantcan at about 
4 p.m. AST following an 
11-hour search. 

Erb said that he still consid¬ 
ered himself the owner of the 
ship, which was sold at a 
debtor’s auction by the 
ministry of transport to Loui- 
seville, Que., businessman 
Paul-Emile Caron for $28,500. 

"It is still ours," Erb said. 

He said that when he left 
Quebec City he "requested 
clearance, but they refused." 
He sailed from port without 
“permission, navigational aid 
or customs clearance. 

He said he had "a very 
good crew" of 18, including 
five young women. He said 
that contrary to reports that 
the crew consisted of teen¬ 
agers, "all are over 21." 


Erb said that he had not en¬ 
countered any other vessels 
during the more than 600-mile 
trip from Quebec City up the 
St. Lawrence River and into 
the gulf. 

He *aid he did not know 
what action he and his crew 
would take if authorities at¬ 
tempted to intercept the ves¬ 
sel. 

A coast guard spokesman 
said that "if we find the ship, 
the petition report will be 
passed on to the RCMP and 
they will decide what action is 
necessary to apprehend the 
vessel.’’ 

The RCMP said an arrest 
warrant w r as issued for Erb 
and a federal court order was 
out for the ship. "It’s sup¬ 
posed to be returned to the 
court’s jurisdiction, the 
RCMP said. 

Erb, a bearded 6-footer, is 
known as an adventurer with 
a swashbuckling nature and a 
gifted imagination. He once 
applied for a contract to sal¬ 
vage the susken Ocean liner 
Queen Elizabeth by using 
ping-pong balls to refloat it 
from Hong Kong harbor.

Expert unravels 
six-day trance 


TEL AVIV (UPI) An ex¬ 
pert in hypnosis worked for 
five hours Wednesday to bring 
a 16-year-old girl out of a 
deep hypnotic state in which 
she had lain for six days. 

The girl, Yaffa Suissa of the 
Negev development town of 
Dimona, was hypnotized at a 
school party by hypnotist Avi 
Drori. 

Drori said he brought the 
girl out of the trance before 
leaving the party, but ap¬ 
parently someone else had re¬ 
hypnotized her and given her 
contradictory suggestions. 

Doctors at Soroka medical 
centre in Beersheba were un¬ 


able to bring Yaffa out of the 
trance. They called in Dr. 
Morns Kleinhaus of Jaffa, a 
psychiatrist and acknowl¬ 
edged expert in hypnosis. 

Kleinhaus said in a tele¬ 
phone interview he worked 
with her for five hours, giving 
her gentle but firm com¬ 
mands to bring her out of the 
trance. 

"She is okay now', from my 
point of view,” Kleinhaus 
said. "Her parents were 
frightened, but they are 
happy now. 

"She was completely de¬ 
tached from reality, lying im¬ 
mobilized and not moving."

Coast to Coast 
Newspaper Advertising 
Sells the Most 
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Mail tieups ‘disaster’ 


TORONTO (UPI) - Cur¬ 
rent mail tieups, on top of 
unchecked inflation, have gen¬ 
erated fury among business¬ 
men across Canada and 
threats of anti-government ac¬ 
tion, a top business spokes¬ 
man warned Wednesday. 

He said businessmen were 
threatening to March on Otta¬ 
wa or stage tax strikes to 
force the government to take 
tough action. 

"It is getting difficult to 
keep things under control,” 
said John Bulloch, president 
of the 24,000-member Canadi¬ 
an Federation of Independent 
Business. "People are beside 
themselves with anger. Calls 
are coming in from every¬ 
where every 60 seconds." 

Bulloch urged the govern¬ 
ment to pass a law giving Ot¬ 
tawa the power to impose a 
lockout when rotating strikes 
hit vital sectors of the public 
service. 


"This is a basic right every 
company has for dealing with 
unions,” he said. "The gov¬ 
ernment should have the 
same right. 

"If a union *ays, ‘Let’s 
close down Toronto Interna¬ 
tional Airport next Wednes¬ 
day,’ you should close down 
the whole airline scene. Then 
you would have 20,000 airline 
workers fighting with 20,000 
general trades worker's. 

"If strikers picket one post 
office, the government should 
close down the whole postal 
system. It is semi-closed now 
with people sitting around 
with nothing to do because 
there is no mail going 
through. 

Bulloch also urged the gov¬ 
ernment to adopt B.C.-style 
legislation to compel all pub¬ 
lic service unions to hold con¬ 
tract negotiations at the same 
time. 


"If we are going to have a 
donnybrook, let’s have a real 
one at one time and not con¬ 
stant harassing of the public 
throughout the year," he said. 

Bulloch described the latest 
mail strikes as a "disaster* 


for the average businessman. 
The walkouts began in Toron¬ 
to Feb. 17. paralysing half the 
nation's mail. Since then fur¬ 
ther tieups have been report¬ 
ed in Calgary, Edmonton and 
Vancouver.

The Canadian Union of Pub¬ 
lic Employees and the em¬ 
ployer bargaining group re¬ 
presenting five area munici¬ 
palities, the Greater Victoria 
School Board and the Capital 
Region, will meet today in a 
second attempt to bring mu¬ 
nicipal labor peace to the 
Capital Region. 

The area bargaining group 
is expected to respond today 
to a proposal made by CUPE 
at a similar meeting last 
week. 

Since last week’s meeting, 
the CUPE local representing 
school janitors has gone on 
strike, forcing schools to open 
for only one hour a day. The 
only other CUPE local 
on strike represents city 
outside workers who set up 
picket lines Jan. 27, setting 
o f f lockouts of CUPE 
members by the Capital Re¬ 
gion, Sidney, and the four 
core municipalities. 

Meanwhile, the strike- 
lockout is having some effect 
on workers in the construction 
industry. 

Jim Sawyer, business agent, 
for the carpenters union, said 
Wednesday that the strike- 
lockout is delaying building 
inspections, and that there is 
a possibility if inspections 
normally carried out by 
CUPE members are done by 
non-union people, CUPE could 
picket the site and bring con¬ 
struction work to a halt. 

A circular from the Van¬ 
couver Island Building Trades 
Council says it has pledged 
co-operation with CUPE and 
urges its members to be on 
the lookout for any situation 
w'here CUPE work is being 
done by non-union personnel. 

Sawyer said inspections are 
normally carried out before 
any concrete is poured or be¬ 
fore any electrical work is 
covered up. Some work is pro¬ 
ceeding without inspections, 
he said. 

About 20 construction 
workers at the Spectrum 
Community School site have 
been absorbed into other work 
since CUPE pickets were sel 
up at the site when school 
janitors went on strike Mon¬ 
day. 

Although the school board is 
getting a legal opinion on 
whether the pickets at Spec¬ 
trum are legal because no 
CUPE members are directly 
employed there Sawyer 
said the building trades con¬ 
sider it a "legal picket line, or 
it wouldn’t be there." 

Building trades members, 
working on an addition to Ar¬ 
butus junior high school, have 
also been affected by the 
school strike, while construc¬ 
tion on the Juan De Fuca 
curling rink has been stopped 
, by the lockout of CUPE 
workers by the Capital Re¬ 
gion, Sawyer said.

Cannabis conversation casual curiosity

Casual conversation in Victoria this 
winter has included CUPE, the Canucks and 
the climate in most circles but among 
many younger people, the chief topic is can¬ 
nabis. 

For the uninitiated, cannabis means soft 
drugs and is taken by most persons interest¬ 
ed in drugs to mean marijuana and hashish 

and Ottawa is working on a bill to reduce 
action and penalties against such use. 

Curiosity over the drugs scene after the 
bill becomes law has been the subject of con¬ 
siderable conversation in recent weeks 
among young people, according to reporters 
and others who work in or near the field. 

For example, one person facing a charge 


of a third offence of possession of a soft drug 
told a Colonist reporter he was going to plead 
not guilty in hopes of getting a trial date 
after the bill became law and the penalties 
might be greatly reduced. 

The issue surfaced in Victoria Provincial 
Court for the first time Wednesday when a 
24-year-old Victoria man pleaded guilty lo a 
routine charge bf possession of a small 
amount of marijuana. 

Hugh Harry Rapanos, 1249 Rockland, who 
had been stopped by police Feb. 5 in the 
700-block Government, asked Judge William 
Ostler if the new law would have any effect 
on his conviction. 

The judge quickly set him straight with: 
"You can apply after two years for a pardon 
and. if one is granted, your record is ex¬ 


punged. But any changes in the stable will 
not be retraoactive in expunging your 
record.” * 

"That’s too bad." said Rapanos, who was 
fined the normal $75 for a first offence. 

Various sources said outside court the 
main thrust of the bill is to move soft drugs 
from the Narcotic Control Act to the Food 
and Drug Act. where penalties are lighter. 

They ^aid Ottawa has never said it wants 
an end to charges of possession of marijuana 
and hashish. But no one will know for sure 
until the bill goes through Parliament and re¬ 
ceives royai assent. 

Then, the federal justice department will 
advise prosecutors of any changes in policy 
on penalties. The advice will be the same na¬ 


tion-wide but the result will not necessarily 
lie the same. 

In any Canadian court, the prosecutor 
merely advises the judge of the instructions 
from Ottawa the final decision is up to the 
judge. 

Victoria’s standard of $75 is among the 
smaller penalties in Canadian courts for first 
offence of soft-drug possession and might net 
be changed. It might be reduced in dollars or 
to a suspended sentence or even a discharge, 
although the latter is not likely. 

No one knows now what the soft drugs pic¬ 
ture will be after the bill becomes law, with 
two exceptions past records will not be 
wiped out and possession w ill remain a feder¬ 
al crime.

Decision a ‘landmark’ 


ATLANTA (AP) - Judge 
Frank Hooper of the United 
State® alstrict court upheld 
Wednesday the right of a 
I earn owner to claim the de¬ 
preciation of a pro football 
player’s contract as an in¬ 
come tax deduction. 

The ruling dealt specifically 
with tax claims made in 1967 
and 1968 by Atlanta Falcons, 
then a new team of the Na¬ 
tional- Football League, but 
Falcon owner Rankin Smith 
called it a "landmark deci¬ 
sion” affecting all profes¬ 
sional team sports. 

‘The court recognizes thai 
there is a value to the 
players,” he said. “I’m 
pleased with the evaluation." 

Judge Hooper said: "The 
court does not accept the gov¬ 
ernment’s contention that it is 
impossible to establish ... a 
reasonably accurate basis for 
depreciation of veteran player 
contracts." 

He said the law permits the 
depreciation of intangible 
assets such as an athlete's 
abilities, just as it allows d£-

predation of tangible business 
assets such as buildings and 
equipment.

He trimmed $4.3 million 
from the Falcons' original 
player contract deduction of 


more than $7 million, saying 
evidence substantiated $3.04 
million as a more reasonable 
sum. 

Lawyer Steve Clay, repres 
senting the Falcons, said an 
appeal of that portion of the 
ruling was under consider¬ 
ation. 

Judge Hooper’s ruling in- 
♦volved a complex relationship 
!<» the value of a team’s tele¬ 
vision rights. 


The Falcons’ original agree¬ 
ment with the NFL and other 
team owners called for an ini¬ 
tial expense of $8.5 million, 
with most of it earmarked as 
the Falcons’ expense in ob¬ 
taining 42 veteran players in 
the league's expansion draft. 

TV rights were not assigned 
a value in the franchise 
agreement. 

When Judge Hooper ruled 


that the Falcons could claim 
only $3.04 million as the value 
of player contracts, he also 
ruled that $4.3 million of the 
team’s initial expense must 
be assigned Hu television 
rights. 

He then ruled that the 
team’s involvement in the 
NFL’s TV pool was a lucra¬ 
tive procedure with no pre¬ 
dictable duration, and thus 
not depreciable.

Ms. King, five times Wimb¬ 
ledon champion and president 
of the Women’s Tennis Associ¬ 
ation, had flown here to dis¬ 
cuss the purse differential 
with Wimbledon authorities. 
The women, disturbed at the 


10-to-7 ratio favoring the men 
in prize money, had voted to 
boycott the tournament unless 
they received equity or a 
promise of equity in the fu¬ 
ture. 

Wimbledon authorities ac¬ 
ceded to the latter demand. 
This year the men’s singles 
champion will receive $24,000, 
the women’s winner $18,800.

think slower than others.” 

But while the ministry of 
women’s rights was the barb 
obviously aimed at Barrett, 
the quet-speaking MI^A took 
wide slaps at the government 
in general. 

"Some 75 per cent of the 
l>eople in my constituency are 
tenants.” Ms. Brown said, 
"and the percentage is in¬ 
creasing and has increased 
since 1972. The supply of so¬ 
cial housing must increase 
and this government must in 
volve itself in a meaningful

gage market.” 

Ms. Brown said one direc¬ 
tion that involvement could 
take would be to provide 
"seen money for non-profit 
co-operative housing proj¬ 
ects.” She said many larger 
older houses were coming on 
the market because the 
owners could "no longer 
charge unconscionable rents.” 

She said a co-operative of 
tenants provttted with seed 
money for downpayments 
would be able to buy those 
houses and continue to live

where they wanted to live and 
at lower cost than an unscru¬ 
pulous landlord would charge. 

Leading up to her appeal 
for a minslry for women, Ms. 
Brown said for far too long 
society has penalized women 
who baa devoted their lives to 
the highesl possible calling, 
the raising of families. 

"It is time that in this prov¬ 
ince we had an income sup¬ 
port legislation to provide 
supiKirt for a spouse who has 
been deprived of income ei¬ 
ther through death or deser¬ 
tion." 

She said the£ritical age for 


a woman was after the age of 
50 when, with her children 
grown up. she found herself 
left alone in the world either 
because her husband had left 
her or because she had be¬ 
come a widow. 

Ms. Brown said the ranks of 
such women, left without sup- 
l*ort and also without help 
from the government, were 
growing. 

"At the age of 50 they find 
themselves left with nothing, 
and with no resource in the 
community to help them.” she 
saio.' They are our mothers. 
They are your mothers.” 


She said it was time that 
the education, health and 
human resources departments 
combined to provide the es¬ 
sential assistance. 

One way such women could 
he assisted. Ms. Brown said, 
was by the owning up of the 
provincial apprenticeship 
training programs. 

"That’s a tough nut to 


crack..’ she said But the 
government can do it." 

With retraining, deserted 
wives could re-enter the labor 
force and earn their own way 
in life. Ms. Brown said. 

During her speech, there 
were 15 of 38 government 
members in the house and 
five opt' of 19 cabinet min¬ 
isters.

MIAMI ILTPI) An attor¬ 
ney for .Jackie Gleason’s es¬ 
tranged second wife sought a 
court order Wednesday to pre¬ 
vent Gleason from cutting off 
her golf club charge account 
so she can eat and survive 
while the divorce action is 
pending. 

Miami attorney FJlis Rubin 
charged that Gleason had 
kicked Beverly McKittrick 
('.leason out of their home ai 
the Inverrary golf complex 
west of Fort l^auderdale and 
had deprived "her of the 
funds, for the necessities of 
life." Rubin filed for injunc¬ 
tive .relief from circuit court 
af Fort Lauderdale. 

The divorce action, filed by 
Gleason last July, is in limbo 
at the moment. The circuit 
court tudge ordered all 
records in the case sealed. 
This order was cinfested in a 
suit bv the Fort Lauderdale 
News. As a result, the 4th Dis¬ 
trict Court of Appeals issued 
a Stay order last December 
which. Rubin said, prevented 
the circuit judge from doing 
anything further. 

"With that status. Mrs. 
Gleason couldn’t petition for 
temporary alimony or any re¬ 
lief whatsoever." Rubin said. 
"As a result, since Dec. 1. 
1971. Jackie Gleason, an indi¬ 
vidual worth conservatively 
about S3.5 million, has con¬ 
tributed exactly $200 to the 
plaintiff who has no indepen¬ 
dent income of her own after 
being married to him for f<»ur- 
and-a-half years.” 

Rubin said Gleason ordered 
the former secretary, whom 
he met on a golf course, out 
of their home Feb. 18 and cut 
off all her department storp 
charge accounts. 

"The final straw was on 
T*'eh. 22 when Mrs. Gleason 
was notified hv the operator 
of the clubs of Inverrary. 
where she was eating and liv¬ 
ing on credit and charge ac¬ 
counts . that Gleason had 
issued instructions not to 
honor her credit card and that 
he would not pay for her ac¬ 
count.” Rubin said.

Curtis calls on Dailly to resign 


EDMONTON (CP) — A 
spokesman for Independent 
Canadian owners of Midway 
Rides and Concessions says 
pickets will be set up at Ed¬ 
monton’s Klondike Days ex¬ 
position this summer unless 
more Canadian operators are 
Riven space at the fair¬ 
grounds. 

Vldtor Sorrell, director of 
the Committee for Canadian 
Showmen, said in an inter¬ 
view Wednesday that Canadi¬ 
an operators have trouble get¬ 
ting space at major Canadian 
exhibitions. He said most of 
the space is sold to American 
groups. 

Sorrell said his association 
wants 30 per cent of the mid¬ 
way space at Edmonton de¬ 
signated for Canadians. Pick¬ 
eting at the Pacific National 
Exhibition in Vancouver is 
also a possibility, he said. 

Canadian operators are con¬ 
sidering asking the federal 
and provincial govemmertts 
to pass legislation forcing a 
Canadian content rule'at fairs 
and exhibitions, Sorrell said. 
The governments make sub¬ 


stantial grants to exhibition 
associations across the 
country. 

But A1 Anderson, general 
manager of the Edmonton Ex¬ 
hibition Association, said the 
federal grant pays only 50 per 
cent of the prize mopey 
awarded at livestock contests. 
The provincial grant applies 
to the over-all operation of the 
association and not just Klon¬ 
dike Days. 

Anderson added that "a 
number” of Edmonton groups 
and concession owners get 
midway space. 


Hugh Curtis (SC—Saanich 
and the Islands) Wednesday 
called on Education Minister 
Eileen Dailly to resign her 
portfolio forthwith "in the 
best interests of the educa¬ 
tional system of British Co¬ 
lumbia.” 

The education department 
could be called “a disaster 
area,” Curtis claimed during 
the throne speech debate. 

While Mrs. Dailly is "a 
pleasant person and well-in¬ 
tentioned, she'has proved to 
be a disappointment” in every 
area of her portfolio. 

“This is the minister who 
had all the easy answers and 
solutions prior to 1972," Curtis 
said. 

"This is a government of 
broken promises in educa¬ 
tion,” he said, and read a 


number of press clippings on 
promises of the NDP to abol¬ 
ish property taxes for school 
purposes within five years. 

‘‘What appeared so easy to 
do is now recognized and ad¬ 
mitted to be an extremely ex¬ 
pensive and virtually unat¬ 
tainable goal, under this gov¬ 
ernment,” Curtis went on. 

"It will be a staggering 
blow to owners and tenants 
alike,” he said, predicting a 
rise in taxes on an average 
single-family house in Van¬ 


couver of 563 to 565 and “sev¬ 
eral dollars more in Vic¬ 
toria,” for the cost of educa¬ 
tion alone. 

' Curtis also predicted the 
government would increase 
•grants to harheowners and per 
capita grants to municipal¬ 
ities but warned there would 
probably be a “dramatic 
shortfall” between the munic¬ 
ipalities’ grants and what was 
needed to finance their ser¬ 
vices. 

He called the power failure 


on the Saanich Peninsula on 
Feb. 11 and 12 “an outrage, 
not an outage.” 

“This was not a strike situ¬ 
ation but a breakdown in (Hy¬ 
dro’s) management and labor 
relations.” 

Curtis said that when a 


large tree fell over a power 
line on West Saanich Road it 
cut Electricity for 20,000 resi¬ 
dents who waited from 12 to 
14 hours for it to be restored. 

No other single event had 
caused such an avalanche of 
telephone calls, letters and 


personal objections, Ourtis 
said, and there were probably 
as many as 5,000 individual 
units left without light, heat 
and in the case of those with, 
electric pumps, without 
water. This included patients 
in the extended-care hospital 
on Mt. Newton Cross Road.

Barriers crumbling 


Thatcher 
. breaks barrier 


By GREGORY JENSEN 

LONDON (UP!) Mar¬ 
garet Thatcher's leap to lead¬ 
ership of the Conservative 
party only tended to confirm 
what every woman knows and 
what British men begin to 
suspect. 

British women are battering 
down the sex barrier on all 
fronts. 

"I would say we're coming 
on very well indeed.” said 
Betty Cleaver, general secre¬ 
tary of the National Council 
of Women. "Bit by bit we’re 
coming up.” 

Other campaigners for wo¬ 
men's rights display equal 
aplomb. 

The reasons why are every¬ 
where. 

Two of Britain’s biggest 
cities are, or soon will be. run 
by women. Manchester has a 
woman mayor already, and 
Dame Evelyn Denington 
takes over in May as chair-- 
man of the Greater London 
Council. 

Mrs. Thatcher is the first, 
woman to lead a major Brit¬ 
ish political party and the 
first to jjornp anywhere near 
the top job at No. 10 Downing' 
St. 

There are 27 women in the 
House of Commons, three in 
Prime Minister Harold Wil¬ 


son’s cabinet, and the captain 
of geritlemen-at-arms in the 
House of Lords is Lady Llew- 
lyn-Davies of Hastoe. 

"Of course there still is this 
barrier against women,” Mrs. 
Cleaver said in an interview. 
"There always has been. But 
we’re breaking it down bit by 
bit.” 

They certainly are. There 
are women .jockeys, bus 
drivers, women on the floor of 
the stock exchange, women 
construction engineers and 
lots of women psychiatrists. 
This year’s Henley regatta 
will admit girl coxswains, and 
the science museum’s new 
director is a woman. 

Lady Plowden takes over 
April 1 as chairman of the In¬ 
dependent Broadcasting Au¬ 
thority, running all the 
country’s commercial televi¬ 
sion and radio. Lady Lothian 
— founder of an annual 
woman erf the year award 
now chaire the all-denomina¬ 
tional Order of Christian 
Unity. 

"Men only" bastions do re¬ 
main. Mrs. Cleaver cited the 
priesthood in the Roman 
Catholic church and the 
Church of England. * But 
women are ministers in the 
Church of Scotland and 
among Britain’s four million 
other protestants. 


Women airline pilots are 
few. though) one flies for a 
charter airline, and women 
are seldom seen digging.tun¬ 
nels for the London subway. 
But most social holdouts have 
crumbled all but the over¬ 
stuffed clubs of uppererust St. 
James'. 

* ' A gentleman’s club.” 
sniffed a spokesman for Boo¬ 
dle's, one of clubland’s snoo¬ 
tiest. “is a gentleman’s club, 
and not a ladies’ cli^b.” 

But as more women go to 
work, fewer jobs are barred 
to them. And British worpen 
do work — more than half 
those of working age are em¬ 
ployed, and €1 per cent of 
them are “very satisfied” 
with their jobs. Another 31 
per cent are merely "fairly 
satisfied.” 

Old statistics say they still 
earn only about half as much 
as men. But by this De¬ 
cember. by law. they must 
gel the same pay for the 
same work. 

Such achievements were 
beyond the wildest dreams of 
Emmeline Pankhurst’s* cru¬ 
saders, who decades ago 
chained themselves to railings 
and threw a bomb at the 
prime minister’s house de¬ 
manding "votes for women.” 


Worrien got the vote in 1918, 
two years before 1 they did in 
the United States. 

"You’ve got to realize how 
bad discrimination against us 
originally was," Mrs. Claver 
said. 

O n e -1 h i r d of Britain’s 
700,000 civil servants are 
women, and so many wear 
blue in the nation's police 
forces that the 11L000 police 
are not publicly classified by 
sex.

Fetal 

WASHINGTON (UPI» 

Thp offspring of a group of 
parents in Boston suffering 
from schizophrenia had fetal 
and newborn death rates 
twice as high as that of chil¬ 
dren of healthy parents. 

A study conducted by re¬ 
searchers of the national insti¬ 
tute of mental health also 
found there is an even higher 
incidence of unexplained 
deaths among the offspring of 
schizophrenics. 

“It’s really a scientific puz¬ 
zle as to why that might be 
happening.” said Dr. Ronald 
Rieder, who led the work re¬ 
ported in the February issue 
of Archives of General Psy¬ 
chiatry. 

Rieder said in an interview 
there could be a hereditary 
link in schizophrenia which 
might be affecting pregnan¬ 
cies. But the study was not 
able to prove that. Other pos¬ 
sibilities to explain the in¬ 
creased incidence of deaths 
might be an adverse uterine 
influence on the fetus related 
in some way to the mother’s 
illness, or perhaps some type 
of toxic effect of medication 
taken by one or both parents. 

The report said there also 
may be other factors- involved 
such as different patterns of 
smoking, self-care or diet 
among schizophrenics that 
might have influenced the out¬ 
come of the pregnancy. 

Schizophrenia is the most 
common of the serious mental 
illnesses and Rieder said ear¬ 
lier studies have shown that 
about 10 per cent of the chil¬ 
dren of schizophrenics eventu¬ 
ally develop the disease them¬ 
selves. 

The study was part of a 
larger survey that started in 
1959 of the pregnancies and 
children of 58.000 women. Of 
9,280 women studied in Bos¬ 
ton, 186 said that either she or 
her husband or both had been 
hospitalized in a psychiatric 
hospital.

An examination of medical 
records found that 38 mothers 
and 25 fathers were schi¬ 
zophrenics. They produced 93 
offspring, induding two sets 
of twins. 

As controls for comparison 
purposes the researchers se¬ 
lected a larger group of 
parents with no mental illness 
who produced twice as many 
children. The control group 
was carefully matched to the 
schizophrenics for race, age, 
socioeconomic status and the 
number of earlier pregnan¬ 
cies. 

There were seven deaths of 
fetuses or newborns among 
the 93 offspring produced by 
the schizophrenic parents for 
a 7.5 per cent death rate. 
There were also seven deaths 
among the 186 offspring of the 
comparison group, for a 3.8 
per cent rate. 

“When we examine these 
deaths more closely, the dif- 
f erence becomes even 
greater." the report said. All 
seven of the deaths of the 
schizophrenic group were la¬ 
belled by a pathologist as 
having an unknown cause 
while all but two of the deaths 
in the control group were 
though! to have been associat¬ 
ed with complication of “The 
pregnancy.

NEW YORK — Some four 
million kitchens in the United 
States will be remodeled in 
1975. 

This figure will be up about 
10 percept from 1974 because 
new houses come higher and 
more families are simply 
staying put. They plan to im¬ 
prove and rejuvenate whai 
they have. The kitchen is to¬ 
day the No. 1 room in the 
house to be considered for 
remodeling. Any kitchen over 
15 years old Is due for an up 1 - 
lift. 

The American 'institute of 
Kitchen Dealers estimates an 
average of $4,400 will be spent 
on remodeling jobs in the U.S. 
this year, except where do- 
it-yourselfers can manage 
most of the planning and 
labor themselves. Others seek 
the services of professional 
kitchen space “organizers” 
who can help them sort out 
the myriad of ideas, new ap¬ 
pliances and cabinet styles. 

The "heart of the home” 
has become a highly complex 
multipurpose room, and kitch¬ 
en planning as a profession 
has come into existence to 
help families find the most 
functional and attractive solu¬ 
tions. These kitchen special¬ 
ists welcome the client who 
comes with a scrapbook of 
magazine and newspaper clip¬ 
pings and at least a basic 
knowledge of whai constitutes 
practical kitchen planning. 

Most certified kitchen de¬ 
signers will quote free of 
charge on equipment, labor 
and materials from plans and 
specifications you submit for a 
fee of $50 to $75, the profes¬ 
sional will visit your home, 
take measurements, discuss 
your family’s needs and pref- 
erenc e s , develop layout 
sketches, prepare a budget 
analysis, and meet with you 
at his showroom to present 
initial suggestions. 

For a fee of $100 to $150. his 
services will also include 
finished floor plans and per¬ 
spective renderings or eleva¬ 
tions plus, an accurate quota- 
I tion for equipment, labor and 
materials.

Should you go forward with 
your remodeling plans within 
90 days with the specialist 
who has prepared them, it is 
the practice of the reputable 
dealer to absorb the design 
fee in the total cost of your 
kitchen. A few kitchen plan¬ 
ners charge for their services 
on a straight hourly basis. 

Once the plan and price of 
kitchen remodeling are 
agreed on. payment is usually 
made in three instalments: 40 
percent on signing the con¬ 
tract, 50 percent upon comple¬ 
tion.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
The Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration and Ralph - ' Nader’s 
health researchers disagree 
over how safe the nation’s 
food supply should be, espe¬ 
cially regarding two widely 
used items peanut products 
and evaporated milk. 

Last December the FDA. 
saying it will never be able to 
remove certain contaminants, 
established tolerance levels 
for a suspected cancer-caus¬ 
ing mold contaminant in pea- 
- nut products, including peanui 
butter, and for lead in eva¬ 
porated milk. 

At that time the agency 
said it felt there was an ade¬ 
quate margin of safety and. in 
any case, it was technically 


impossible for industry to 
eliminate them^ 

But Monday Nader's health 
research group told the FDA 
the levels it established pose 
a "grave threat to health” 
and amount to a go-ahead to 
intfustry to allow con¬ 
taminants in food whereas in 
the past, without knowing the 
approved level, the food 
makers might have had the 
incentive to eliminate the 
problem completely. 

An FDA spokesman said 
Wednesday the agency has 
not changed its position since 
last December, when commis¬ 
sioner Alexander Schmidt 
said the regulations not only 
allowed for consumer safety 
but also prevented a possible

OTTAWA (CP' Canadian 
data show lower lead levels in 
canned baby fruit juices and 
milk than comparable United 
States figures but there is no 
reason to he complacent, a 
senior health department of¬ 
ficial said. 

Dr. A. B. Morrison, assis¬ 
tant deputy minister of health 
protection, said the govern¬ 
ment is concerned about the 
total intake of lead by persons 
and is to meet with container 
manufacturers in the next few 
weeks to discuss the issue. 

A survey by the Health Re¬ 
search Group, an organization 
led by U.S. consumer ad¬ 
vocate Ralph Nader, found 
lead levels in evaporated milk 
and fruit juice that is twice 
the safe level. 

The group urged the U.S. 
government to crack down on 
lead liquids which could put 
children in jeopardy of lead 
poisoning. 


Doctors seek 
high smoke tax 

LONDON i Reuter) - Five 
prominent physicians have 
called for a hig increase in 
lax on cigarettes to help foot 
ihe country's medical bill. 


Dr. Morrison said there was 
a general problem of high 
lead levels in the over-all Ca¬ 
nadian diet. The government 
was surveying both fruit 
juices and milk he added. 

"There is a need for con¬ 
stant surveillance and vigi¬ 
lance,” he said. 

In fruit juices, the lead con¬ 
tent in Canada was about 160 
micrograms of lead per litre- 
L76 pints—Dr. Morrison said. 
The U.S. study found lead lev¬ 
els ranging from 100 to 1.180 
micrograms per litre while 
apple juice averaged 490 mi¬ 
cro grams and orange juice 
190 micrograms. 

There is natural lead occur¬ 
ring in' foods. Fresh Cow’s 
milk contained 45 micro¬ 
grams, Dr. Morrison said, 
about one-third of that found 
in evaporated milk. 

The rest comes from the 
solder used to seal metal food 
and drink containers. 


outright ban on low-cost pro¬ 
tein sources such as peanuts 
beause the law was too rigid. 

Sidney Wolfe, director of 
Ihe group financed by Nader’s 
Public Citizen Inc., said' the 
proposed lead level in eva¬ 
porated milk is "214 times 
higher than current averages 
in the industry and could 
make many children ingest 
health threatening amounts of 
lead.” 

He said ihe lead, which 
enters the milk from the 
sealer used on the seams of 
the can, is an added problem 
because studies show that 
canned fruit juices intended 
for children also contain 
"massive amounts of lead.” 
Combining the two sources, 
he said, could result in lead 
poisoning. 

“The two specific toler¬ 
ances we have examined put 
the FDA stamp of approval 
on two added substances — 
one a food additive and the 
other a natural contaminant 
which are both health 
threatening and clearly avoid¬ 
able. surely an ill omen of 
what is to come.” Wolfe said. 

The Nader group said the 
peanut problem could be cor¬ 
rected by the industry, al¬ 
though it admitted no toler¬ 
ance level for the naturally 
occurring mold could force 
some lots of peanuts oft) the 
market. „

A frame of some sort is a 
most useful asset to the gar¬ 
den at this time’xtf the year. 
With a little shelter from 
chilly winds and late spring 
frosts, all kinds of flower and 
vegetable seeds can be given 
an early start without clutter¬ 
ing up all the windowsills in 
the house. 

In our mild climate, kueh a 
structure needn’t be an Elabo¬ 
rate affair. Mind you, it is 
grand if you can afford a 
proper permanent frame 
made of brick or concrete or 
two-inch lumber, but a light 
wooden framework covered 
with polythene plastic film 
will serve surprisingly well. 

¥ ¥ ¥ 

Incidentally, in fastening 
plastic film to wood, it isn’t a 
bad idea to sneak the office 
stapler home for the weekend. 
Fold the plastic into a double 
or triple thickness hem at the 
points of the greatest strain, 
bank in a few staples, and 
you’re in business.

really light frame covers 
should be anchored down in 
some way so they won't blow 
away in high winds. 

An ideal way of heating the 
soil in any frame is by means 
of an electric soil-heating 
cable, complete with an auto¬ 
matic thermostat. This works 
on the same principle as an 
electric blanket or heating 
opad. 

¥ ¥ ¥ 

The cost is a bit high for a 
temporary frame, though, and 
it isn’t often that the electric 
current outlet is handy to the 
particular spot where we 
want to put our frame. 

Fortunately, there are other 
and cheaper ways to secure a 
little extra warmth. 

For hundreds of years, old- 
time gardeners have used fer¬ 
menting manure to generate 
the necessary warmth for 
starting plants early in the 
season, and it works just as 
well today as it did when 
Queen Victoria was a young 
girl. 


Use fairly fresh manure, 
toning ii. down a bit by mixing 
it with an equal bulk of leaves 
those leaves you raked up 
last fall will serve admirably. 

If you can’t get manure, 
fresh lawn mowings mixed 
with leaves will generate a 
surprising amount of warmth. 

You will need a flat heap of 
fermenting material about 18 
inches thick and about two 
feet wider and longer than 
your frame, so the bed ex¬ 
tends a foot beyond the frame 
on all sides. 

Trample the bed thoroughly 
so it is firm and level, then 
set your light frame on it and 
anchor it down with stakes, 
so it is firm and level, then 
¥ ¥ ¥ 

If you pro|X)se sowing your 
seeds directly in the frame, 
put in a six-inch layer of 
sandy loam soil, rake it level 
and plant your seeds in the 
usual way. 

If you plan on doing your 
sowing in pots, foil pans or 


seed flats, put down a two- 
inch layer of sand, gravel or 
cinders over your fermenting 
hotted material and sit your 
boxes and pots on this. 

This provides good drainage 
when you water your see¬ 
dlings and acts as a barrier 
between the roots of the 
young plants and the hotbed 
material. 

¥ ¥ ¥ 

While the fermenting mix¬ 
ture in the hotbed brings the 
soil up to a temperature fa¬ 
vorable to the germination of 
seeds, it doesn't warm the air 
in the cold frame to any great 
extent, and small seedlings 
may suffer if a really cold 
spell should come along. 

For this reason, the bed and 
frame should be in the sun¬ 
niest corner of the garden to 
trap solar heat and to provide 
plenty of light for sturdy 
growth. If frost should be 
forecast, cover the frame 
overnight with an old rug or 
blanket.

It’s good to see the young getting . 
educated, but it’s even better when an 
old person decides to learn more about 
what he thought he knew. Like John D. 
Rockefeller III and the population prob¬ 
lem. 

John D. has worked much of his 
adult life for population reduction. He 
has been in the forefront of “family 
planning” movements and birth-control 
organizations. He has concentrated on 
the alarming demographics of popula¬ 
tion expansion in the 20th century. 

But, in the last year, he has switched 
his concern from the purely demogra¬ 
phic to the social and economic. He now 
recognizes and admits that drives to 
reduce population are ineffectual unless 
and until we can raise the living stan¬ 
dards of the poorer two-thirds of the 
world.

The real division is between the have 
and have-not societies. The have-not so¬ 
cieties possess little incentive to reduce 


their birth rates. Many of their babies 
die: those who live are farmed out to 
work at an early age. 

Ignorance, illiteracy, desperation, 
and indifference to global problems con¬ 
spire to keep the babies coming in such 
countries. 

As living standards go up, birth 
rates go down. A highly developed na¬ 
tion does not need more people; an eco¬ 
nomically backward one uses them for 
marginal and menial tasks — for an 
army, if nothing else works. 

The interior ministry in Argentina 
recently announced that it plans to dou¬ 
ble that country’s population to 50 mil¬ 
lion by the end of this century. 

Argentina has enormous land and 
untapped resources; it- needs labor, 
willing or unwilling hands to dig into 
the earth and exploit its treasures. It 
also wants to attract at least 125,000 
new residents each year, for breeding 
as well as for building. 

Who are we to say nay to this pro¬ 


posal? We already have our wealth, our 
machinery, our standard or comfort far 
beyond that of the rest of the world. 

To the have-nots, the population-zero 
program seems to be saying to them, 
“We’ve got ours, Jack—let’s stop where 
we are.” Our development depends on 
machines: theirs still on manpower. 

That is why Rockefeller has sadly 
concluded that there is no population 
solution apart from a socio-economic 
solution; that it is no longer feasible — 
pleasant as it may be to us — to have a 
world in which six pei; cent of the popu¬ 
lation consume more than 40 per cent of 
the non-renewable resources. 

As this century comes to an end, the 
new confrontation is not between impe¬ 
rialism and colonialism, or capitalism 
and communism, but the clash cutting 
across all ideologies, between those who 
have it made and those who don’t. 

Neither Marx nor Adam Smith, but 
Malthus, may turn out to have been the 
most potent prophet of modern times.

Empress? 


Subjects in the question 
period at the Legislature 
Wednesday ranged from 
whether juvenile delinquents 
have been housed in The 
Empress to the effect of aero¬ 
sol cans on the ozone in the 
upper atmosphere. 

Robert McClelland (SC 
Langley) asked Human Re¬ 
sources Minister Norman 
Levi whether juvenile offend¬ 
ers had been put up at The 
Empress by his department, 
l^evi said he would take the 
question as notice and would 
prepare a reply. 

McClelland then asked the 
minister how much of the 
550,000 paid last year by the 
department to The Empress, 
if any. was charged to hous¬ 
ing delinquents. Levi said he 
would take that question as 
notice. 

Outside the house McClel¬ 
land said he had received a 
telephone call from someone 
who identified himself as a 
member of the RCMP, and 
who suggested that at least on 
one occasion a hard-core juve¬ 
nile delinquent had been put 
up at The Empress for two or 
three days while awaiting ' 
transportation to facilities 
that no longer exist rn British 
Columbia. 

^"Are there* other cases?" 
McCUlland 'askf d, adding ! 
that he hoped to impress on 
the minister that facilities for 
juvenile offenders do not exist 
or are being shut down by the 
government. 

■ He said he wanted to know*j 
what cutbacks the resources 
department was making, re- , 
ferring to a question Socrcd i 
leader William Bennett had 
asked Levi earlier. 

Bennett had asked if cut- j 
backs of programs for the 
care and rehabilitation of ju- 
venie offenders were includ¬ 
ed ii\ a review under way by 
the resources department. 
Levi said the review was an 
evaluation and added "at no 
time did I say we were cut¬ 
ting back.” 

Patricia Jordan fSC—North 
Okanagan) tackled the human 
resources minister on reports 
that "loose policies” of the 
department had contributed 
to budget to overruns. Harvey

Demand 
for probe 
renewed 

A rail for an independent 
inquiry into Columbia River 
treaty allegations was re¬ 
newed Wednesday by Garde 
Cardom (L—Vancouver-Point- 
Grey). 

Gardoni said documents 
filed in the Legislature last 
week by "the most powerful 
men in the executive outside 
of the premier” made a clear 
indication of impropriety. 

But, Gardom said, “there 
has been a strong denial and 
a welcoming call for an inqui¬ 
ry by the senior public ser¬ 
vant of that day.” 

Resources Minister Robert 
Williams tabled the docu¬ 
ments referred to as copies of 
minutes and memos from a 
"Columbia River Projects 
Reallocation Committee" last 
Friday. 

Dr. Hugh Kernleyside, co- 
chairman of B.C. Hydro dur¬ 
ing the Columbia construction 
to whom the committee re¬ 
ported, said Sunday he would 
not only welcome an inquiry 
into the Columbia controversy 
but that he felt all crown cor¬ 
porations should be checked 
by politicaJ committees. 

Gardom said that haying 
made the allegations of im¬ 
propriety it became a matter 
of the highest morality for the 
government to conduct a full 
inquiry by an impartial com¬ 
mittee and to make the full 
results known. 

“They have the power to 
act," Gardom said. "It will he 
a breach of responsibility if 
they do not act." 

Williams was silent 
throughout Gardom’s speech. 

The Liberal MLA said more 
was needed than .just an in¬ 
quiry into the Columbia mat¬ 
ter. He said a full accounting 
of ajl crown corporations, all 
government departments was 
required. 

"We need someone to watch 
the politicians and we need 
someone to watch the civil 
servants." Gardom said. "We 
need an auditor-general." 

Gardom said the prime 
question in the minds of the 
people when they viewed the 
Legislature was: “Are we get¬ 
ting value from our elected 
officials? "That’s a big ques¬ 
tion and if it was put to the 
people in the form of a plebis¬ 
cite tomorrow the answer 
would be a resounding no.” 

The mainland lawyer said 
people were quite prepared to 
tolerate errors, hut that they 
would not for long tolerate not 
getting full value from their 
politicians and government 
employees. 


asked Levi whether senior cit¬ 
izens’ transportation and day¬ 
care programs had been sus¬ 
pended. 

"We’re talking about eva¬ 
luating," I-evi said, visibly ir¬ 
ritated. "We're not stopping 
them.” 

McClelland rose to ask 
Levi: “Have you cut back in 
any of these areas?

Dewdney i who questioned 
Consumer Services Minister 
Phyllis Young on the effect of 
aerosol containers on the 
ozone particles in the upper 
atmosphere. 

Ms. Young said the scientif¬ 
ic community was concerned 
about, the ozone being de¬ 


stroyed, but said she was less 
concerned with the danger of 
skin cancer than with crop 
damage. The ozone layer 
filters out ultraviolet rays 
from the sun which have been 
blamed for causing skin 
cancer. 

She called the containers 
the "most wasteful form of 
packaging — 90 per cent gas 
and 10 per cent product." and 
drew guffaws from the opposi¬ 
tion and calls of "like the 
ministers.” 

"They could be called a So¬ 
cial Credit type of container," 
the minister shot back. 

Outside the house McClel¬ 
land claimed that transpor¬ 
tation programs for senior cit¬ 
izens in various parts of the 
province were not going 
ahead. There is no more 
money for day-care centres, 
he added, "and they said 


these things were a priority.” 

"It is loose policies and lack 
of accountability that have 
caused this situation,” he 
said. 

Allan Williams (L West 
Vancouver-Howe Sound ) 
asked Housing Minister Lome 
Nicolson whether the pur¬ 
chase agreement for the Casa 
Loma apartment (for senior 
citizens housing) 'in Burnaby 
was subject to the vendor 
having the property rezoned 
in some way. 


Nicolson replied that 33 of 
the 125 units are zoned com¬ 
mercial-motel and the govern¬ 
ment had the prerogative of 
buying subject to re zoning. 

Even if it was not rezoned, 
Nicolson said, the government 
would buy it because there 
was a commitment of almost 
$3 million from Central Mort¬ 
gage and Housing Corporation 
to finance 90 per cent of the 
cost and operating costs 
would be shared 50 per cent 
with the federal government.

VANCOUVER (CP) - The 
U.S. is seeking to deny entry 
to American-born draft 
dodgers and deserters who 
are Canadian citizens, even 
though military charges have 
been dropped against them, a 
spokesman for Committee to 
Aid America War Objectors 
said Tuesday. 

L.arry Martin, an American 
citizen who lives in Van¬ 
couver, said a memo from the 
U.S. justice department to 
district attorneys asks them 
to notify immigration authori¬ 
ties of ail such war objectors. 

Martin said the move could 
bar several hundred dodgers 
and deserters who now are 
R.C. residents from entry to 
the U.S., even though they 
have become Canadian citi¬ 
zens. 

“The majority of draft 
dodgers and deserters who 
have come in the last four to 
ten years want to take out Ca¬ 
nadian citizenship but at the 
present moment my advice is 
not to do it until this problem 
is resolved,” he said. 

He said in an interview he 
has lived in Canada for sever¬ 
al years and would like to 
lake out citizenship but "I 
don't want to become an un¬ 
desirable alien.” 

Martin said the justice de¬ 
partment memo says aliens 
may be banned from the U.S. 
if they have ever faced draft 
or military charges there. 

Martin said U.S. attorneys 
would know if war objectors 
applied for Canadian citizen¬ 
ship because the Canadian 
government checks on the 
criminal records of applicants 
for citizenship. 

Some of this information 
has already apparently been 
forwarded to U.S. immigra¬ 
tion authorities, he said. 

"In the last week there 
have been people turned away 
from the U.S. on the grounds 
they are Canadian citizens 
who were war objectors, al¬ 
though they are not wanted 
by the authorities in the Unit¬ 
ed States," he said. 

Charges against many draft 
dodgers and deserters have 
been dropped or dismissed 
since the institution of Pres¬ 
ident Gerald Ford's condi¬ 
tional clemency program, 
many through leniency or 
legal loopholes. 

Martin said American Civil 
Liberties Union lawyers are 
working on cases to test the 
new application of the im¬ 
migration law. 

He said the number of war 
objectors living in B.C. who 
have returned to the U.S. for 
alternative service under the 
Ford program is still negligi¬ 
ble. 


First meeting

Dr. George Winter of Van¬ 
couver has been chosen as 
chairman of the British Co¬ 
lumbia Marketing Board, Ag¬ 
riculture Minister David Stu- 
pich said Wednesday. 

Winter, chairman of the 
University of B.C.'s depart¬ 
ment of agricultural econom¬ 
ics, was chosen at the board’s 
first meeting, held in Victoria 
Wednesday 

Vice-chairman is George 
O k u I i t c h of Vancouver, 
former general manager of 
the Fraser Valley Milk Pro¬ 
ducers Association, the min¬ 
ister said. 

The five-member board, 
created under the natural 
products marketing act last 
fall, will oversee all other 
marketing boards in B.C. The 
board has the power to hear- 
appeals from decisions of 
ather marketing boards.

Better bill 
to deter 
art export 

OTTAWA (CP) — The gov¬ 
ernment proposed amend¬ 
ments Tuesday to strengthen 
its bill to deter the export of 
works of art and other objects 
declared important to the 
country’s cultural heritage. 

State Secretary Hugh 
Faulkner told the Commons 
committee on the arts he will 
ask for an amendment reduc¬ 
ing to $500 from $1,000 the 
value of any art object or cul¬ 
tural artifact that can be 
brought within the scope of 
the measure. 

He also said a proposed 
board of six members to re¬ 
view individual cases will be 
enlarged to possibly 12 
members because of the an¬ 
ticipated work load 

The bill would require a 
waiting period of six months 
before any national treasure 
ran he sold to a foreign 
buyer, when it is offered for 
sale, to allow time for Canadi¬ 
an buyers to consider the pur¬ 
chase.

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CNR train 
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$1 million 
looted 
from 
wreck 


THUNDER BAY (CP) 

The Times-News says a CNR 
freight train was looted of 
flour, fruit and clothing be¬ 
lieved to be worth nearly 51 
million after it went off the 
tracks 150 miles east of here 
two weeks ago. 

Iri a copyright story, the 
newspaper says numerous 
bags of mail and parcel post 
are also missing, and post¬ 
masters in two northern On¬ 
tario centres have reported 
empty mail bags found miles 
from the derailed train. 

The newspaper says the 
goods were carried off over a 
nine-day period with the es¬ 
timated participation of near¬ 
ly 1,000 people. No cause has 
been determined for the 
derailment which occurred 
•arly Feb. 9. 

The eastbound train left the 
tracks 17 miles east of Long- 
lac, turning over nine car¬ 
loads of dressed beef, seven 
cars of dry goods, two mail 
cars, Iwo cars of fruit and one 
car containing horses and 
hogs. 

Two express cars and one 
car carrying two automobiles 
were also hurled into the bush 
and snow, and the wreckage 
splattered over hundreds of 
yards — was a twisted night¬ 
mare when CNR special agent 
George Root arrived. 

He found cars laid on their 
sides, meat on the ground, 
horses and hogs dying in the 
wreckage. Hundreds of crates 
of fruit had been scattered 
and thousands of pieces of 
mail had been hurled in every 
direction. 

Root, a longtime CNR em¬ 
ployee, said he has witnessed 
people’s reactions to other 
derailments but “I have never 
seen anything like this.” 

Men, women and children 
were making off with meat 
and sacks of flour. 

■‘Tons and tons of meat 
were taken,” he said. 


Laporte 
loan 

no payoff 

MONTREAL (CP) — A 
$50,000 loan to Pierre Laporte, 
the late minister of labor and 
immigration killed by terror¬ 
ists Sn 1970, was truly a loan 
and not a payoff, a govern¬ 
ment inquiry was told 
Wednesday. 

Only the manner in which 
the loan was to be repaid to 
architect Normand Gagnon 
remained somewhat mysteri¬ 
ous after three witnesses tes¬ 
tified on the subject before 
the Royal Commission on 
Construction Union Freedoms. 

Gagnon testified he loaned 
the money in January, 1970, 
after Laporte told him he was 
in desperate need of cash for 
his campaign for the leader¬ 
ship of the Quebec Liberal 
party. 

Gagnon testified he never 
received any favors in return 
and was repaid in September, 
1972. A cheque for $50,000 was 
delivered to his office by mes¬ 
senger and Gagnon signed the 
accompanying receipt ac¬ 
knowledging he had received 
$50,000 from Maurice Landes. 

Landes, a notary who was 
Laporte’s friend and executor, 
testified he was not the one 
who repaid the $50,000. 

Laporte owed about $169,000 
Jn campaign debts when he 
died in October, 1970, lawyer 
Pierre Lapointe testified. 
Most were settled with funds 
from his estate but the $50,000 
debt to Gagnon was arranged 
by Liberal party lawyers. 

Both Landes and Gagnon 
said they thought the party 
had paid the debt. 

Landes said Premier Rob¬ 
ert Bourassa had told him one 
nf his advisers would take 
care of the matter. 

The Liberals acknowledged 
two years ago that they had 
paid $200,000 in debts incurred 
by Laporte in the provincial 
election in April, 1970. The 
ihree-man inquiry, sitting for 
six months, is scheduled to 
end hearings this week. 


More jailed 
in Greece 


ATHENS (UPI) — Military 
authorities Wednesday arrest¬ 
ed piore officers they charged 
were involved in a conspiracy 
to overthrow Greece’s seven- 
month-old Democratic govern¬ 
ment and assassinate Pre¬ 
mier Constantine Caramanlis. 

Sources close to the army 
said more than 70 army of¬ 
ficers have so far been round¬ 
ed up in connection with the 
coup plot, foiled by the gov¬ 
ernment Monday. 

A government spokesman 
said more arrests were likely.

National dream 
now Nightmare 7 


CUMBERLAND For 

many rail passengers and res¬ 
idents of Vancouver Island 
the national dream has be¬ 
come a nightmare. 

One of the passengers is the 
mayor of this village of 1,800 
— William Moncrief. 

The mayof, chairman of the 
transportation committee of 
the Associated Chambers of 
Commerce of Vancouver Is¬ 
land is. busy arranging an 
emergency meeting of Island 
groups to get backing for his 
call for an immediate take¬ 
over by the provincial govern¬ 
ment of the E. and N. Rail¬ 
way line between Victoria and 
Courtenay. 

His action is prompted by 
the announcement this week 
that a new timetable for the 
dayliner service will go into 
effect April 26. 

Moncrief is firmly con¬ 
vinced that the new schedule, 
“proves the company does not 
want to operate a passenger 
service.’’ 

He Is urging the govern¬ 
ment lo “take the service 
away lrom the company - 
without any compensation 
becayse they have proven 
beyond a shadow of doubt 


that they are not interested in 
providing adequate rail ser¬ 
vice on the island.’’ 

“The company has con¬ 
tinually ignored the wishes of 
people, it’s time for ihe gov¬ 
ernment. to step in,” Moncrief 
declared. 

He accuses the rail com¬ 
pany, “of doing all they can 
to run the operation into the 
ground.” 

The mayor said the present 
fuel shortage means greater 
emphasis should be placed on 
providing improved passenger 
service by rail companies, 
“but while the E. and N. is 
operating the service we are 
not going to get any improve¬ 
ments - the service will con¬ 
tinue to deteriorate.'' 

Moncreif’s comments came 
in the wake of an announce¬ 
ment which would see the 
timetable changed to permit 
daily departure from Victoria 
at 5 p.m. arriving in Cour¬ 
tenay at 9 p.m. 

Passengers from up-island 
communities would leave 
Courtenay at 9:10 p.m. and 
then would be required to stay 
overnight in Nanaimo con¬ 
tinuing the journey to Victoria 
at 8 a.in. the next day.

NANAIMO — The regional 
board here has ratified the 
agreement reached earlier 
with Local 401, Canadian 
Union of Public Employees. 

The union represents re¬ 
gional district employees 
under an autonomous section 
of the local which also repre¬ 
sents the city of Nanaimo 
staff.

Education Minister Eileen 
Dailly admitted Wednesday , 
that the drive to reduce 
teacher-pupil ratios in British 
Columbia to 17.1 had been fro- 1 
/en, hut she insisted the move 
was only temporary. 

The present ratio is 19.1. 

Mrs. Dailly ,made the state¬ 
ment after meeting with 150 
teachers from throughout 
R.C. They were seeking more 
money in the education bud¬ 
get to reduce the teacher- 
pupil ratio to ihe govern¬ 
ment’s target level. 

That commitment was 
made in good faith. Mrs. Dail¬ 
ly said, and “this program 
will he continued when eco¬ 
nomic conditions improve." 

"However, it. is neither rea¬ 
sonable nor rational to expect 
a continuation of the program 
when rampant inflation is 
coupled with Ihe worst reces¬ 
sion in years," she said. 

• Mrs. Dailly insisted thal her 
statement on education hud- 
getting made in Prince George 
on .Ian. 25 had been "grossly 
misinterpreted and led some 
people to believe that the gov¬ 
ernment intends to curtail ed¬ 
ucational expenditure." 

She said that was not the 
government’s intent but went 
on to say that a slowdown in 
the teacher-pupil ratio pro¬ 
gram must take place. 

"I want to reiterate that the 
only difference between this 
year’s guidelines and last 
year's is that we do nol con¬ 
sider it responsible financing 
in this period of inflation to 
proceed with the reduction of 
the pupil-teacher ratio at Ihe 
same pace as was done last 
year." 

Mrs. Dailly added that “to 
encourage the hiring of 
almost 2.000 more teachers 
into the public school system 
for the coming year would he 
an irrational and irres|ton- 
• sihlp policy in a period of in¬ 
flation and recession." 

A spokesman for the teach¬ 
ers said they would continue 
to make representation until 
the teacher -pupil ratio 
reached the government tar¬ 
get. 

Mrs. Dailly repealed her 
statement that she had asked 
all school hoards to maintain 
their existing programs and 
their existing staff levels. 
"This means that additional 
teachers hired last year to re¬ 
duce the pupil-teacher ratio 
can he retained." she said. 

"I also requested school 
boards to budget ‘for stu b ad¬ 
ditional programs as are ab¬ 
solutely necessary in 1975’

NANAIMO The regional 
board here has ratified the 
agreement reached earlier 
with Local 401, Canadian 
Union of Public Employees. 

The union represents re¬ 
gional district employees 
under an autonomous section 
of the local which also repre¬ 
sents the city of Nanaimo 
staff. 

The agreement was reached 
early this month after weeks 
of talks, and was ratified by 
the membership earlier. 

The agreement calls for an 
over-all pay increase averag¬ 
ing 22 per cent. The starting 
wage for a clerk-stenographer 
will be 5705 a month, a transit 
bus driver will earn 56.77 an 
hour, and the chief operator 
at the pollution control treat¬ 
ment plant 58.25 an hour. 

The contract includes a job 
security clause, which says 
'that prior to contracting out 
any work normally done by 
union members, the employ¬ 
ers will provide assurances 
that regular employees will 
lose neither time, wages nor 
.jobs. 

The cost of living adjust¬ 
ment clause provides for 
quarterly adjustments, begin¬ 
ning April 1. The increases 
will be geared directly to the 
cost of living index, as issued 
by Statistics Canada. The em¬ 
ployees will receive an in¬ 
crease of three cents per hour 
for every 1.05-point increase 
In the index. 

Tt also provides, however, 
that In the event that the cost 
of living goes down, the 
amount of adjustment will de¬ 
cline on the same formula but 
cannot fall below the hase 
rates in the general wage sec¬ 
tion of the agreement. 

The agreement will remain 
In effect for one year, ending 
Dec. 31, 1975.

NORTH COWICHAN — Cor¬ 
rection branch officials have 
agreed to withdraw their pro¬ 
posal for a minimum security 
unit near a junior high school. 

North Cowichan council op¬ 
posed the site because it was 
adjacent to the school. 

Director of the provincial 
community correction centres 
Tim Thimsen, made the an¬ 
nouncement after a meeting 
with the North Cowichan 
council Tuesday night. 

The provincial correction 
branch had proposed that a 
20 -unit correctional centre br 
located in a rest home behind 
the Mount Prevost junior high 
school on 2.25 acres, two 
miles from the centre of Dun¬ 
can. 

"I think their concern was 
genuine ... we are not inter¬ 
ested in offending anybody 
... we want community sup¬ 
port not opposition to this 
centre," Thimsen said, after 
hearing North Cowichan coun¬ 
cil express their opinions on 
the proposed site. 

S i m i 1 i a r correctional 
centres are already located in 
six other communities in the 
province, including the munic¬ 
ipality of Saanich near Vic¬ 
toria. 

Thimsen and his associate, 
Harry Bacon, deputy director 
of community correction, told 
the meeting which was closed 
to the public, that the reason 
the Cowichan Valley has been 
chosen as a location for such 
a centre was the flow of of¬ 
fenders from the local courts. 

They said the offenders 
placed in these centres are 
allowed to hold down jobs in 
the community from which 
they come. 

"We wanl to inject your 
people back into their commu¬ 
nity so that they can face 
their responsibilities and pay 
off their debts to society," 
Thimsen said. 

"It is not going to be a 
home for junkies, a commune 
or a half-way house, it will be 
a professionally run operation 
handling those offenders who 
have been screened carefully 
and won’t be a danger to the 
community." 

The correction officials said 
they had two other locations 
in the municipality in mind. 

Most of the alderman 
agreed that this location was 
not an ideal spot because "it 
would create fear amongst, 
the parents of the children at¬ 
tending the school.” 

The aldermen also asked if 
the centre is going to put an 
extra burden on the already 
understaffed RCMP in the 
area. 

“Walkaways from the cor¬ 
rectional centre only repre¬ 
sent about 1.5 per cent, Thim¬ 
sen said. "Our staff will be 
able to handle most situa¬ 
tions." 

There will be 10 staff 
members for the 20-25 prison- 


era. The ofticials also said 
that the local RCMP detach¬ 
ment was not opposing the 
centre. 

North Cowichan Mayor 
Gerry Smith said after the 
meeting that the correction 
officials "didn’t pull any 
punches and we approve of 
the idea in principle." 

"We have given (hem 


suggestions for more suitable 
locations, one of which is in 
the municipality,” the mayor 
said.

His action is prompted by 
the announcement this week 
that a new timetable for the 
dayliner service will go into 
effect April 26. 

Moncrief is firmly con¬ 
vinced that the new schedule, 
"proves the company does not 
want to operate a passenger 
service.” 

He js urging the govern¬ 
ment to "take the service 
away from the company 
without any compensation 
because they have proven 
beyond a shadow of doubt 
that they are not interested in 
providing adequate rail ser¬ 
vice on the island.” 

"The company has con¬ 
tinually ignored the wishes of 
people, it’s time for the gov¬ 
ernment to step in," Moncrief 
declared. 

He accuses the rail com¬ 
pany. “of doing all they can 
to run the operation into the 
ground." 


The mayor said the present 
fuel shortage means greater 
emphasis should be placed on 
providing improved passenger 
service by rail companies, 
"but while the E. and N. is 
operating the service we arc 
not going to get any improve¬ 
ments - the service will con¬ 
tinue to deteriorate.” 

Moncreifs comments came 
in the wake of an announce¬ 
ment which would sec the 
timetable changed to permit 
daily departure from Victoria 
at 5 p.m. arriving in Cour¬ 
tenay at 9 p.m. 

Passengers from up-island 
communities would leave 
Courtenay at 9:10 p.m. and 
then would be required to stay 
overnight in Nanaimo — con¬ 
tinuing the journey to Victoria 
at 8 a.m. the next day.

Flarlier this week public of¬ 
ficials in the Sayward Valley 
area fired off telegrams 1o 
Williams and Ms. Sanford de¬ 
manding a public hearing in 
Sayward. Other hearings have 
been scheduled for March in 


Port McNeill, Campbell River 
and Nanaimo. 

"I am in entire agreement 
with tlie residents of the Say¬ 
ward area in calling for a 
public hearing,” Ms. Sanford 
said. They are certainly the 
people most affected by the 
wilderness study." Ms. San¬ 
ford said she wrote Williams 
on receipt of the telegram 
supporting the holding of a 
public hearing in Sayward. 

She announced that Recrea¬ 
tion Minister Jack Radford 
will chair the March 6 public 
meeting in Port McNeill, with 
Williams chairing the March 8 
meeting in Campbell River. 

Agriculture Minister Dave 
Stupich will chair the March 


14 meeting in Nanaimo while 
Ms. Sanford is chairing the 
March 6 Sayward hearing. 

The Comox MLA said she 
was not aware of similar 
meetings being held in Vic¬ 
toria or Vancouver and doubt¬ 
ed very much that meetings 
would be held in these 
centres. 

During the public hearings, 
residents and groups will be 
asked for their opinions on 
proposals made in a study 
made by the B.C. Environ¬ 
mental and Land Use Com¬ 
mittee, and co-ordinated by 
Howard Paish of Vancouver. 

The study offers four op¬ 
tions for the use of the 310,000 
acres two of them being 


the extremes — logging of the 
area; and complete preserva¬ 
tion. The other two options 
offer compromises between 
the first two. 

In February of 1973, a two- 
year moratorium on logging 
and road building w-as im¬ 
posed on the Tsitika-Shcoen 
area. 

The moratorium covered 
parts of tree farm licences 
held principally by MacMillan 
Blocdel and Canadian Forest 
Products companies. 

The action came after two 
logging companies had includ¬ 
ed timber in the Tsitika wa¬ 
tershed in their long-range 
management and cutting 
plans.

ATLANTA (AP) — Judge 
Frank Hooper of the United 
States cfistrict court upheld 
Wednesday the right of a 
team owner to claim the de¬ 
preciation of a pro football 
player’s contract as an in¬ 
come tax deduction. 

The ruling dealt specifically 
with tax claims made in 1967 
and 1968 by Atlanta Falcons, 
then a new team of the Na¬ 
tional Football League, but 
Falcon owner Rankin Smith 
called it a ‘landmark deci¬ 
sion” affecting all profes¬ 
sional team sports. 

"The court recognizes that 
there is a value to the 
players,” he said. * "I’m 
pleased with the evaluation.” 

Judge Hooper said: “The 
court does not accept the gov¬ 
ernment’s contention that it is 
impossible to establish ... a 
reasonably accurate basis for 
depreciation of veteran player 
contracts.” 

He said the law permits the 
depreciation of intangible 
assets such as an athlete's 
abilities, just as it allows de-

predation of tangible business 
assets such as buildings and 
equipment. 

While Judge Hooper reject¬ 
ed the internal Revenue Ser¬ 
vice’s challenge to the depre¬ 
ciation procedure, he also 
ruled that the Falcons over¬ 
stated the value of the player 
contracts they deducted. 

He trimmed $4.3 million 
from the Falcons’ original 
player contract deduction of 


more than $7 million, saying 
evidence substantiated $3.04 
million as a more reasonable 
sum. 

Lawyer Steve Clay, repre¬ 
senting tiie Falcons, said’ an 
appeal of that portion of the 
ruling was under consider¬ 
ation. 

Judge Hooper’s ruling in¬ 
volved a complex relationship 
to the value of a team’s tele¬ 
vision rights. 


The Falcons' original agree¬ 
ment with the NFL and other 
team owners called for an ini¬ 
tial ex|>ense of $8.5 million, 
with most of it earmarked as 
the Falcons’ expense in ob¬ 
taining 42 veteran players in 
the league's expansion draft. 

TV rights were not assigned 
a value in the franchise 
agreement. 

When Judge Hooper ruled 


that the Falcons could claim 
only $3.04 million as the value 
of player contracts, he also 
ruled that $4.3 million of the 
team’s initial expense must 
be assigned to television 
rights. 

He then ruled that the 
team’s involvement in the 
NFL’s TV pool was a lucra¬ 
tive procedure with no pre¬ 
dictable duration, ancf thus 
not depreciable.

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Echo centre fee hike 
sparks lively debate

PORT ALBERNI — Aid. 
George McKnight reacted 
strongly at council meeting 
this week to recent criticism 
levelled at the city in connec¬ 
tion with increases in user 
fees at ihe municipally- 
operated Echo 67 Centre. 

At meetings of the parks 
and recreation commission 
and the Arts Council held last 
week, a proijosed 20 per cent 
increase in fees for the use of 
the centre’s meeting rooms 
and other facilities had met 
with considerable opposition. 

At both meetings, il had 
been suggested' that the city 
did not understand the use to 
which the facilities were put. 
and was interested only in 
raising more revenue. 

■McKnight denied the 
charges, jointing out that the 
increase was in fact a child of 
the parks and recreation com¬ 
mission itself, “as outlined in 
a meeting held last November 
fi 

'Phis was indicated in a let¬ 
ter from Larry Beres. the Su¬ 
perintendent of the Parks and 
Recreation, dated November 
10. in which he said' that the 


It was perhaps time in fact, 
he said, that the city look at 
Ihe "structure that parks and 
recreation are building” to 
see if it was not getting 
beyond the point of the city’s 
capacity to pay for it. 

Aid. Walter Behn agreed 
with the idea that the com¬ 
mission may be getting too 
large. “I think we are losing 
control of the parks and rec¬ 
reation programs,” he said. 

Mayor Howard McLean 
1<*ok exception to McKnight's 
contention that those who 
were criticising ihe city 
“went to the press” to voice 
their objections, rather lhan 
through proper channels. 

“These remarks were made 
in public meetings, ai which 
Ihe press was legitimately 
present.” McLean said, "and 
I don’t think that just because 
these people sjxike their 
minds on the subject they 
should be made targets of 
abuse as a result." 

McKnight agreed that they 
did not in fact approach the 
press, but said that it was ob¬ 
vious that "we have a com¬ 
munity problem here." and 
that all the groups and people 
involved should get together 
and "approach it seriously. 


not with shotgun blasts 
through the press.” 

Community Arts Council 
president, Paul Squires, who 
attended the council meeting, 
was asked to present the Arts 
Council view on the matter. 

He reiterated that the in¬ 
crease in fees introduced last 
Fall at the Echo centre had 
drastically reduced its use by 
member groups of the coun¬ 
cil. and that the anticipated 20 
per cent increase would “just 
about finish our ability lo use- 
the facility.” 

On these terms, he said that

Demand 
for probe 
renewed 


A call for an independent 
inquiry into Columbia River 
treaty allegations was re¬ 
newed Wednesday by Garde 
Gardom .L—Vancouver-Point 

Gardom said documents 
filed in the Legislature last 
week by "the most powerful 
men in the executive outside 
of the premier” made a clear 
indication of impropriety. 

But, Gardom said, "there 
has been a strong denial and 
a welcoming call for an inqui¬ 
ry by the senior public ser¬ 
vant of that day.” 

Resources Minister Robert 
Williams tabled the docu¬ 
ments referred to as copies of 
minutes and memos from a 
"Columbia River Projects 
Reallocation Committee" last 
Friday. 

Dr. tlugh Keenleyside, co- 
chairman of B.C. Hydro dur¬ 
ing the Columbia construction 
to whom the committee re¬ 
ported, said Sunday he would | 
not only welcome an inquiry 
into the Columbia controversy 
but that he fell all crown cor¬ 
porations should be checked 
by political committees. 

Gardom said that having 
made the allegations of im¬ 
propriety it became a matter 
of the highest morality for the 
government to conduct a full 
inquiry by an impartial com¬ 
mittee and to make the full 
results known. 

"They have the power to 
act,” Gardom said. "It will be 
a breach of responsibility if 
(hey do not act.” 

Williams was silent 
throughout Gardom's speech. 

The Liberal MLA said more 
was -needed than just an in¬ 
quiry into (lie Columbia mat- j 
ter. He said a full accounting 
of all crown corporations, all 
government departments was 
required., 

"We need someone to watch 
the politicians and w-e need 
someone to watch the civil 
servants," Gardom said. "We 
need an auditor-general.” 

Gardom said the prime 
question in the minds of the 
people when they viewed the 
Legislature was: "Are we get¬ 
ting value from our elected 
officials?" "That’s a big ques¬ 
tion and if it was put to the 
people in the form of a plebis¬ 
cite tomorrow the answer 
would be a resounding no.” 

The mainland lawyer said 
people were quite prepared to 
tolerate errors, but thal they 
would not for long tolerate noi 
getting full value from their 
politicians and government 
employees. 


asked Levi whether senior cit¬ 
izens' transportation and day¬ 
care programs had been sus¬ 
pended. 

”We’re talking about eva¬ 
luating,” Levi said, visibly ir¬ 
ritated. "We’re not stopping 
them.” 

McClelland rose lo ask 
Levi; "Have you cut back in 
any of these areas? I’m 
suggesting you have stopped 
them and you're not admit¬ 
ting it." 

A hubbub broke out in the 
house, cut short by back¬ 
bencher Peter Rolston (NDP 

Dewdney) who questioned 
Consumer Services Minister 
Phyllis Young on the effect of 
aerosol containers on (he 
ozone particles in the upper 
atmosphere. 

Ms. Young said the scientif¬ 
ic community was concerned 
about the ozone being de¬ 


stroyed, hut said she was less 
concerned with the danger of 
skin cancer than with crop 
damage. The ozone layer 
filters out ultraviolet rays 
from the sun which have been 
blamed for causing skin 
cancer. 

She called the containers 
the “most wasteful form of 
packaging — 90 per cent gas 
and 10 per cent product” and 
drew guffaws from the opposi¬ 
tion and calls of "like the 
ministers.” 

"They could be called a So¬ 
cial Credit type of container," 
the minister shot back. 

Outside the house McClel¬ 
land claimed that transpor¬ 
tation programs for senior cit¬ 
izens in various parts of the 
province were not going 
ahead. There is no more 
money for day-care centres, 
he added, "and they said 


these things were a priority." 

“It is loose policies and lack 
of accountability that have 
caused this situation,” he 
said.

VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
U.S. is seeking to deny entry 
to American-born draft 
dodgers and deserters who 
are Canadian citizens, even 
though military charges have 
been dropped against them, a 
spokesman for Committee to 
Aid America War Objectors 
said TXiesday. * 

Larry Martin, an American 
citizen who lives in Van¬ 
couver, said a memo from the 
U.S. justice department to 
distinct attorneys asks them 
to notify immigration authori¬ 
ties of all such war objectors. 

Martin said the move could 
bar several hundred dodgers 
and deserters who now are 
R.C. residents from entry to 
the U.S., even though they 
have become Canadian citi¬ 
zens. 

"The majority of draft 
dodgers and deserters who 
have come in the last four to 
ten years want to take out Ca¬ 
nadian citizenship but at the 
present moment my advice is 
not to do it until this problem 
is resolved,” he said. 

He said in an interview he 
has lived in Canada for sever¬ 
al years and would like to 
lake out citizenship but “I 
don't want to become an un¬ 
desirable alien.’’ 

Martin said the justice de¬ 
partment memo says aliens 
may be banned from the U.S. 
if they have ever faced draft 
or military charges there. 

Martin said U.S. attorneys 
would know if war objectors 
applied for Canadian citizen¬ 
ship because the Canadian 
government checks on the 
c riminal records of applicants 
for citizenship. 

Some of this information 
has already apparently been 
forwarded to U.S. immigra¬ 
tion authorities, he said. 

Tn the last week there 
have been people turned away 
from the U.S. on the grounds 
i hey are Canadian citizens 
who were war objectors, al¬ 
though they are not wanted 
by the authorities in the Unit¬ 
ed States,” he said. 

Charges against many draft 
dodgers and deserters have 
heen dropped or dismissed 
since the institution of Pres¬ 
ident Gerald Ford’s condi¬ 
tional clemency program, 
many through leniency or 
legal loopholes. 

Martin said American Civil 
Liberties Union lawyers are 
working on cases to test the 
new application of the im¬ 
migration law. 

He said the number of war 
objectors living in B.C. who 
have returned to the U.S. for 
alternative sendee under the 
Ford program is still negligi¬ 
ble.

A Victoria lawyer 'said 

Tuesday he will ask a court to 
rule that the provincial gov¬ 
ernment has no control over 
how a policeman enforces Ca¬ 
nadian federal laws. 

The far-reaching point of 
constitutional law will be ar¬ 
gued in July by Cecil Bran¬ 
son, defence lawyer for Saan¬ 
ich Constable Allan Kangas. 
29, who faces a provincial 
Motor Vehicles Act charge 
after a fatal traffic accident 
Sept. 2 in Saanich. 

Branson said he could argue 
the provincial law does not 
apply to Kangas in this case 
because “he was engaged in 
enforcement of the Canadian 
Criminal Code, a matter fall¬ 
ing within (a section of) the 
British North America Act.” 

Branson added he would 
trace the case back to the 
BNA Act in an effort to show 
"the provincial government 
has no right to legislate in a 
manner that will control Ihe 


way in which a peace officer 
enforces the Criminal Code.” 

The charge against Kangas. 
driving an emergency vehicle 
without due regard for safety, 
followed a two-c ar collision at 
Trans-Canada Highway and 
Tillicum which resulted in the 
death of Barbara Anne 
Payne. 35, of 831 Ellery. 

Testimony at an inquest and 
during the first day of the 
trial Tuesday showed Kangas 
was responding to an urgent 
call and was using a flashing 
red light when his car went 
through a red light, but the 
siren was malfunctioning. 

Nine prosecution witnesses 
testified Tuesday and the 
lOih, a Saanich sergeant with 
key testimony, was too ill to 
appear. The case was ad¬ 
journed to July 11 for his tes¬ 
timony, defence witnesses and 
argument by both sides. 

The case is being heard in a 
section of Victoria Provincial 
Court with Judge Lance

Central Saanich police. IhjI- 
slered by the recent addition 
to the force of an extra officer 
and an additional car, warned 
Tuesday that illegal use of 
"the favorite dragstrip on 
southern Vancouver Island 
will not be tolerated.” 

A police spokesman made 
the statement in disclosing 
the two men were being sum¬ 
moned on Motor Vehicle Ad 
charges of failing' to remain 
at an accident scene and a 
woman was being summonsed 
on « Criminal Code charge of 
public mischief. 

The charges resulted from » 
series of "grudge races” on 
the night of Feb. 20-21 along 
sparsely-settled Central Saan¬ 
ich Road between Mount New¬ 
ton Cross Road and Amity, a 
stretch which police said had 
been a dragstrip favorite for 
about two years. 

The spokesman said "mus¬ 
cle cars,” today’s term for 
hot rods, had used the stretch 
up to several times a month 
in that period - rarely in the 
winter but fairly frequently in 
other seasons. 

Illegal racing was reiwrted 
as late as 3 aim. and con¬ 
tinued despite frequent police 
checks. A number of traffic 
violation reports for offences 
such as speeding were issued 
to draggers last fall. 

The stretch of road has few 
homes on it but, at midnight 
last Thursday, police received 


two complaints of squealing 
tires. 

In separate police cars. 
Constables Wayne Hardy and 
Jim Earl approached the drag 
scene from opposite ends of 
the Pa-mile stretch. About 
five cars got away via access 
roads through the Vantrcighl 
tulip fields but 12 were 
stopped at the scene.

As Hardy arrived, lie heard 
Ihe sound of two cars crash¬ 
ing and saw a large cloud of 
dust where Mt. SI.

away. They were identified as 
a 28-year-old Victoria man 
and a 26-year-old Saanich 
man.

Parks latest target for strikes 


Kriucathn Minister Kilern 
Dailly admitted Wednesday . 
that the drive to reduce 
teacher-pupil ratios in British 
Columbia to 17.1 had heen fro- | 
/.on, hut she insisted the move 
was only temporary. 

The present ratio is 19.1. 

Mrs. Dailly made the state¬ 
ment after meeting with 150 
teachers from throughout 
R.C They were seeking more 
money in the education bud¬ 
get to reduce the teacher- , 
pupil ratio to the govern¬ 
ment’s large! level. 

That commitment was 
made in good faith, Mrs. Dail¬ 
ly said, and “this program 
will be continued when eco¬ 
nomic conditions improve." 

"However, it is neither rea¬ 
sonable nor rational to expect 
a continuation of the program 
when rampant inflation is 
coupled with the worst reces¬ 
sion in years." she said. 

Mrs. Dailly insisted that her 
statement on education bud¬ 
get ting made in Prince George 
on dan. 25 had been "grossly 
misinterpreted and led some 
people to believe that the gov¬ 
ernment intends to curtail ed¬ 
ucational expenditure." 

She said that was not the 
government's intent but went 
on to say that a slowdown in 
the teacher-pupil ratio pro¬ 
gram must take place. 

“I want to reiterate that the 
only difference between this 
v ear's guidelines and Iasi 
year's is that we do not con¬ 
sider it responsible financing 
in this period of inflation to 
proceed with the reduction of 
the pupil-toacher ratio at the 
same pace as was done last 
year." 

Mrs. Dailly added lhat "to 
encourage the hiring of 
almost 2,fHi0 morjp teachers 
into the public school system 
for the coming year would lie 
an irrational and irrespon¬ 
sible policy in a period of in¬ 
flation and recession." 

A spokesman for Mhe teach¬ 
ers said they would continue 
tn make representation until 
the teacher -pupil ratio 
reached the government tar¬ 
get. 

Mrs. Dailly repeated her 
statement that shp had asked 
all school boards to maintain 
their existing programs and 
their existing staff levels. 
"This means lhat additional 
teachers hired last year to re¬ 
duce the pupil-teacher ratio 
c an be retained." she said. 

"I also requested school 
hoards to budget ‘for such ad¬ 
ditional programs as are ab¬ 
solutely necessary in 1975’ 
'hull this is not curtailment," 
she added. 


Federal hlue-collar workers

O’lTAWA <CPi - AnoUier 
postal strike will definitely 
occur if the government offers 
20,000 inside post office 
workers the same wage in¬ 
crease it has proposed for fed¬ 
eral labor and trades em¬ 
ployees. the leader of the 
largest postal union said 
Wednesday. 

Joe Davidson, president of 
the Canad.an Union of Postal 
Workers, fold a news confer¬ 
ence the government is laying 
off members of his union ille¬ 
gally in Toronto in an efforl to 
break current strikes by the 
18.600-member general labor 
and trades group. 

The trades group include 
walkouts by postal mainte¬ 
nance men, grain weighers 
and samplers and airport 
maintenance workers. 

Mail service, grain ship¬ 
ments and some air travel 
has been disrupted during 
walkouts by the trades, w-ho 
are Public Service Alliance 
members. 

When mail truck drivers, 
who belong to a third union 
the Letter Carriers’ Union 
refused to cross pickel lines 
last week. the post office laid 
off 7.000 of its employees. 
About 6,000 o( thosp ' are 
UUPW members. 
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Club luncheon. Barrett said 
th? loss of Canadian identity 
and control over resources is 
beginning to reverse. 

After years of being an 
"economical Banana repub¬ 
lic," of being taken for grant¬ 
ed by itself and friends on the 
internalional scene, Canada is 
recognizing the fact that its 
resources cannot go on forev¬ 
er. he said.

$1.93. 

The price of Alaskan fuel is 
$2 a 1,000 cubic, feet and. he 
said, it is absurd to expect 
Canada to charge the United 
Slates less than they charge 
themselves. 

"We should be charging fair 
market prices." he said. 

Although he said some Ca¬ 
nadians are afraid of raising 
prices lx?cause <*f possible 
American retaliation, hp disa¬ 
greed. "You’re nol that kind 
of people." 

Individual conservation in 
theory, he said, is fine bui 
realistically, he said, "volun¬ 
tary restraint will not work 
because we are 'basically a 
very greedy people.” 

Barrett said that despite 
awareness of excessive con¬ 
sumption, "we haven’t scaled 
down our needs for goods." 
and a point of saturation will 
be reached. There are. he 
said, two ways of approaching 
the dilemma. 

"We can go on as we are 
being fools." or work toward 
realistic alternatives.

Mom demands B. C. 
keep son in school

The working mother of a seven-year- 
old Victoria boy, herself a hospital union 
member, says school is an "essential" 
service and school employees should not 
he allowed to strike. 

And Miss Roberta Taylor has taken 
her fight against the picketing of Vic¬ 
toria schools to Ihe office of Attorney- 
U.eneral Alex Macdonald. 

Writes Miss Taylor: "I understood ii 
lo be illegal to keep a child out of school. 
Is it illegal for a child to cross a pickel 
line? 

"... I do feel that children should 
not suffer because of the demands of a 
money-hungry union. I insist that my 
child be permitted to return to school on 
a full-time basis — even if it means that 
I have to go over in the eveing and clean 
up the school building.” 

Since Tuesday when the schools were 
put on a one-hour schedule because of 
the CUPE strike. Miss Taylor - a single 
parent - has had to get her 75-year-old 
'father to look after her son. Christopher, 
during the day. 

Her father has had to fake a bus from 


James Bay where he lives to go to New¬ 
ton Street where Miss Taylor and her 
son live to supervise the child between 10 
a.m. and 4:45 p.rn., when Miss Taylor 
returns from work. 

Miss Taylor feels she should noi have 
to be "putting my father out at his age." 

Resides, she has just swapped her job 
at the Royal Jubilee emergency depart¬ 
ment for a secretarial post al the Eric 
Martin Institute so lhal she can be on 
permanent day shift and help Chris¬ 
topher with his homework at night. 

He’s taking a special' learning class 
for reading at Richmond elementary and 
she feels it is extremely bad that his 
studies should be interrupted because 
"grown men will not let a little boy into 
school." 

If she hadn't had her father to look 
after her son. she says she would have 
had to book off sick. 

"We have not had too much success 
with babysitters and there is no way that 
I would leave my son with someone with 
whom I am not even acquainted l a baby¬ 
sitter)."

ment. 

CUP E was generally 
pleased with Weiler’s deci¬ 
sion, which came after the 
police union asked the hoard 
to relieve it of dispatching 
duties, claiming it was being 
forced to strikebreak. 

But Larry’ Flannagan, vic e- 
president of the Esquimau 
local, said Wednesday nighl 
CUPE will seek a legal opin¬ 
ion today whether the volun¬ 
teers are strikebreaking.

31, the mining legislation 
which the NDP brought in 
“without sufficient research,"

the NDP should have done." 

Asked what hp w'ould do 


with the "surplus” of civil 
servants, Bennett replied that 
the government payroll had 
risen from 29,000 in October 
3972 to 43,000 in June 1974 
with wages rising from $225 
million to $475 million not in¬ 
cluding new-- crown corpora¬ 
tions and agencies. 

By a hiring freeze and attri¬ 
tion, he said, the Socreds 
would return civil service 
payrolls to “manageable 
limits” within about 15 
months. 

As for those fieople who 
were “hired with their min¬ 
isters," he said, "I don’t wish 
them an early death hut the 
flowers are ready." 


Second try for labor peace 
starts today in CUPE clash 

Proposal 
makes 
agenda

The Canadian Union of Pub¬ 
lic Employees and the em¬ 
ployer bargaining group re¬ 
presenting five area munici¬ 
palities, the Greater Victoria 
School Board and the Capital 
Region, will meet today in a 
second attempt to bring mu¬ 
nicipal labor peace to the 
Capital Region. 

The area bargaining group 
is expected to respond today 
to a proposal made by CUPE 
at a similar meeting last 
week. 

Since last week’s meeting, 
the CUPE local representing 
school janitors has gone on 
strike, forcing schools to open 
for only one hour a day. The 
only other CUPE local 
on strike represents city 
outside workers who set up 
picket lines Jan. 27, setting 
off lockouts of CUPE 
members by the Capital Re¬ 
gion, Sidney, and the four 
core municipalities. 

Meanwhile, the strike- 
lockout is having some effect 
on workers in the construction 
industry. 

Jim Sawyer, business agent 
for the carpenters union, said 
Wednesday that Ihe strike- 
lockout is delaying building 
inspections, and that there is 
a possibility If inspections 
normally carried out by 
CUPE members are done by 
non-union people, CUPE could 
picket the site and bring con¬ 
struction work to a halt. 

A circular from the' Van¬ 
couver Island Building Trades 
Council says it has pledged 
co-operation with CUPE and 
urges its members to be on 
the lookout for any situation 
where CUPE work is being 
done by non-union personnel. 

Sawyer said inspections are 
normally carried out before 
any concrete is poured or be¬ 
fore any electrical work is 
covered up. Some work is pro¬ 
ceeding without inspections, 
he said. 

About 20 construction 
workers at Ihe Spectrum 
Community School site have 
been absorbed into other work 
since CUPE pickets were set 
up at the site when school 
janitors went on strike Mon¬ 
day. 

Although the school board is 
getting a legal opinion on 
whether the pickets at Spec¬ 
trum are legal — because no 
CUPE members are directly 
employed there — Sawyer 
said the building trades con¬ 
sider it a "legal picket line, or 
it wouldn’t be there." 

Building trades members, 
working on an addition to Ar¬ 
butus junior high school, havp 
also been affected by the 
school strike, while construc¬ 
tion on Ihe Juan De Fuca 
curling rink has been stopped 
by Ihe lockout of CUPE 
workers by the Capital Re¬ 
gion, Sawyer sail.

Cannabis conversation casual curiosity

Casual conversation in Victoria this 
winter has included CUPE, the Canucks dnd 
the climate in most circles but among 
many younger people, the chief topic is can¬ 
nabis. 

For the uninitiated, cannabis means sofl 
drugs and is taken by most persons interest¬ 
ed in drugs to mean marijuana and hashish 

and Ottawa is working on a bill to reduce 
action and penalties against such use. 

Curiosity over the drugs scene after the 
bill becomes law has been the subject of con¬ 
siderable conversation in recent weeks 
among young people, according to reporters 
and others who work in or near the field. 

For example, one person facing n charge 


of a third offence of possession of a soft drug 
told a Colonist, reporter he was going to plead 
not guilty in hopes of getting a trial date 
after the bill became law and the penalties 
might be greatly reduced. 

The issue surfaced in Victoria Provincial 
Court for the first time Wednesday when a 
24-vear-old Victoria man pleaded guilty to a 
routine charge of possession of a small 
amount of marijuana. 

Hugh Harry Rapanos, 1249 Rockland, who 
had l»een stopped by police Feb. 5 in the 
700-block Government, asked Judge William 
Ostler if the new law would have any effect 
on his conviction. 

The judgp quickly set him straight with 
You can apply alter two years tor a pardon 
ami, if »*ne is granted, your record is ex¬ 


punged But any changes in the statute will 
not be retraoactive in expunging your 
record." 

"That’s too bad,” said Rapanos, who was 
fined the normal $75 for a first offence. 

Various sources said outside court the 
main thrust of the bill is to move soft drugs 
from the Narcotic Control Act to the Food 
and Dnig Act, where penalties are lighter. 

They said Ottawa has never said it wants 
an end to charges of possession of marijuana 
and hashish. But no one will know for sure 
until the bill goes through Parliament and re¬ 
ceives royal assent. 

Then, the federal justice department will 
advise prosecutors of any changes in policy 
on penalties. The advice will he the same na¬ 


tion-wide but the result will not necessarily 
be the same. 

In any Canadian court, the prosecutor 
merely advises the judge of the instructions 
from Ottawa — the final decision is up to the 
judge. 

Victoria's standard of $75 is among the 
smaller penalties in Canadian courts for first 
offence of soft-drug possession and might not 
be changed. It might be reduced in dollars or 
to a suspended sentence or even a discharge, 
although the latter is not likely. 

No one knows now what, the sofl drugs pic¬ 
ture will he after the bill becomes law. with 
two exceptions past records will not he 
wiped out and possession will remain a feder¬ 
al crime.

Although most residents ac¬ 
knowledge thal a Port An¬ 
geles port: would make more 
sense from, an environmental 
viewpoint than Puget Sound 
iKirts, they still wonder about 
the threat of accidents as the 
tankers enter the harbor to 
empty their oil. 

Even a small spill would 
have drastic effects on the 
fishing industry and a major 
spill would cause environ¬ 
mental damage for years to 
come. 

Norma Turner, the chair¬ 
man of a recently-formed 
group called Coalition for Oil 
Port Information, says she re¬ 
alizes “everybody in Seattle 
wants a port over here so it 
won't be in their back yard. 

“I don't know whether we 
should have it or not. I do 
know a lot of |>eople have 
questions. We want answer* 
so lhat the community can 
make an intelligent decision." 
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
